The Pre-Trip Committee is made up of CPT Driscoll, 2ND

benefit from CPT Driscoll’s planning and his two prior visits 
before the pre-trip to put toge ther an extraordinary fall trip. 

The weather will be just great and we will expect fall days 
just like Boston but the evenings will be cooler; so summer and 
fall clothing will be appropriate. 

The country of Canada can be described in two key ways, one 
its size and second its friendliness.

All their planes are very full as Canada is now enjoying a boom 
period. Customs are elementary as Canada treats itself as another 
U.S. state.

The Ancients have visited Ottawa by railroad and boat three 
umes in the last 100 years. Our last visit was in 1954 and at that 
time there was a woman mayor. Well, would you believe there is 
also a woman mayor today. She greeted us and warmly accepted 
our invitation to the Fall Field Day. 
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Vancouver, British Columbia in a nutshell is lumber and a 
large harbor. The harbor is as active as any in the world. What a 
country. Our hotel, Holiday Inn “Bayside” is on the harbor and 
every room we take will have a harbor view. There are sea planes 
landing from Seattle, Victoria and other cities, as well as tankers, 
freighters, log rafts and many, many ferry boats of various sizes. 
Some of these ferry boats take up to 10 busses plus cars. Others 
take 30 railroad cars for the two hour trip to Vancouver Island, 
which by the way is bigger than Massachusetts. It is 300 miles 
long and 90 miles wide. We plan an all day tour of this area. 

The Lions Gate Bridge, almost as large as San Francisco's 
was built privately to develop land across the river. We will visit 
the famous swinging foot bridge on the way to a Cable Car ride to 
the top of Grouse Mountain. On Grouse Mountain we will view 
the spectacular scenery and have a luxurious dinner. The cable 
car seats 100 people and is only 20 minutes from downtown. 

Stanley Park is for runners and Queen Elizabeth Park is 
available for all. The first, second and third beaches on the edge of

I would now like to introduce Senator Albert Graham, 
Chairman of the Internal Economy, former President of the 
Liberal Party of Canada, and a very close friend of our member, 
Robert Shea. Senator Graham. 


SENATOR GRAHAM: Captain, Your Excellencies, let me begin 
by saying that I wish to extend the very warmest greeting to every 
member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. I do so on behalf of the Prime Minister and the 
people of Canada. Perhaps as a Nova Scotian I have a spec ial 
connection with the people of New England, with the former 
Governor of Maine as the United States Ambassador, with the 
State of Massachusetts and particularly with the city of Boston 
where the Maritimers claim more than one-third of its citizens 
had their roots in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick or Prince Edward 
Island. (Applause) 

IT might also mention that Nova Scotia University produced 
Robert Shea so I must congratulate you, quite obviously, because 
there is not a prejudicial bone in anybody in your organization. 

The fact that you are the oldest military unit in the western 
hemisphere speaks for itself. Your traditions are obviously 
steeped in history and I already feel first-hand the spirit of 
fellowship and comradeship that exists among our people. But I 
am most impressed, Captain, by the underlying purpose of your 
Fall Field Day Tour of Duty—to honor the departed war heroes of 


your friendly neighbors and to promote good will between the 
United States and its friends. 
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One of those Canadian heroes, gentlemen, our former 
Federal Administrator of Veterans Affairs, a double amputee of 
the Second World War, who lost an arm and a leg, was buried just 
two days ago on Prince Edward Island. He was my very close 
friend. 

If he was still living he would most assuredly be with us 
tonight and if the Honourable Daniel MacDonald were here he 
would be reminding us that we are living in an increasingly 
interdependent world and a very complex world, with all its 
unmanageable properties—poverty, starvation, population ex- 
plosion, world economics, environment, conflicting ideologies, 
nuclear weapons, energy—to name a few. And, if Dan Mac- 
Donald would be extending, as I do, his highest commendation 
for the initiative which you have shown by traveling to other 
countries not just for the purposes that I have mentioned earlier 
but to help create a better spirit of understanding among nations. 

Let me recognize that Canada does not have global responsi- 
bility to the same degree as the United States has, but at the same 


time, we too have world-wide interests and the growing capacity 
and the growing desire to promote those interests. Iam sure your 
very distinguished and very able Ambassador Curtis will agree 
that our two countries have a relationship far more vast in all 
these interests than the relationship between any two other 
nations on the face of the earth. Our relationship with the United 
States continues to be the most important relationship that 
Canada possesses and I think it is pretty evident by the presence of 
Ambassador Ken Taylor, the former Canadian Ambassador of 
fran, our mutual friend, of whom we are all justifiably proud, 
and hopefully, we will continue to develop a more mature, a more 
positive relationship which permits us to maintain our tradi- 
tional ties and to cooperate fully on matters which are to our 
mutual benefit. 

Together we must direct our wholehearted energies for the 
combination of public policies and private attitudes which will 
enable us to pursue both national interests which will be for the 
benefit fo our respective nations consistent with our international 
obligations. 


May I express a view which I am confident is shared by all the 
nations—that there is no greater, nor friendlier, nor powerful 
nation in the world that we would rather share the northern half 
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of this continent with than the United States. A nation, like 


Canada, dedicated to justice, to freedom, and, to democratic 
principles, and, to equality. 

Thank you. (Applause) 

CPT Driscott: Iam slightly overwhelmed, that wasa very, 
very fine speech, sir, and if I did not know you went to university 
in Canada I would have thought that you came from Boston and 
were of Irish descent. (Laughter) We are proud to have you here 
and we consider you one of us, we hope you consider us one of 
you.

To respond to the toast, 
the former Governor of Maine, the former Secretary of the 
Democratic National Committee, a close friend of of Commander- 
in-Chief, Governor Edward J. King, and I can tell you gentlemen, 
honestly, that without his support this trip would not be the 
success that it is or has been so far. A friend of ours and a friend of 
Canada, the Honorable Kenneth Curtis. 

AmBassapor Curtis: Thank you very much Captain Dris- 
coll, Senator Graham, my very good friend and colleague 
Ambassador Ken Taylor, General Anderson and distinguished 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. And I would like to add meaning to the fact that

shortly after you were founded we of the great state of Maine were 
part of Massachusetts. (Laughter) 

First, I would like very much to thank Senator Graham for 
his kind and very gracious remarks. I would hope though, that 
not too many of you carry this mood back to the United States 
because I have the feeling that with that kind of support and that 
kind of friendship that, in this mood of austerity some might 
decide we no longer need a United States Ambassador to Canada. 
(Laughter) 

I certainly would like to say, in a very personal vein, it is a 
matter of the greatest pride to welcome you here and to welcome a 
group from my own New England area. You know I make all 
kinds of nice remarks for everybody who comes here from the 
United States but I want you to know that there are no finer 
people that could possibly go anywhere than the people of New 
England. (Applause) 

Last year when CPT Driscoll came I told him that I would 
have a rather special surprise when your Company visited 
Canada. Unfortunately, things didn’t work out quite as well as 
expected because I was planning on presenting each and every 
one of you with tickets to the World Series between the Red Sox 
and the Athletics. (Laughter) 

Let me say that no finer group could be traveling around the 
world spreading good will than your group here. I know that 
Ambassador Ken Taylor will agree with me that we do attend a 
great number of dinners in the course of our duties but I cannot 
ever remember attending a livelier or friendlier dinner than the 
one I am attending tonight. (Applause) And, I do not think that 
we really need to speak of spreading good will to the United 
States and Canada. I think perhaps what we need to talk about is 
the example our two countries have set over so many years to 
other nations on how to get along with one another. Now it is 
true that we have occasional disagreements as we in the states 
have disagreements and as do disagreements exist between the 
provinces of Canada. 


But for the a one-to-one relationship between neighboring 
countries in the world today, the tensions that exist, the terrorism 
that exists, I can only say that every Canadian and every American 
ought to thank God that we share such partiality between our 
nations. (Applause) 
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The Hon. Kenneth Curtis, U.S. Ambassador to Canada, the Captain 
Commanding, and former Canadian Ambassador to Iran, the 
Honorable Kenneth Taylor. 


CPT Driscott: Mr. Ambassador, that was very, very 
nice. We want to show our appreciation by presenting you with 
this sterling silver bowl and our hearts go out to you for being 
with us this evening. Thank you very much. 

This is probably what might be considered an easy intro- 
duction for anybody, but, it perhaps becomes more overwhelming 
when you consider the person you are introducing. This 
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gentleman is a hero not only in his own counuy, he is a hero in 
our country and, I think, a hero throughout the entire free world. 
At great personal risk to himself and at great personal risk to the 
Canadian people who were in the embassy in Iran, he sheltered 
and freed members of the U.S. embassy staff. Yet he is a person 
who does not like all the fuss made about him—but he still 
deserves it. I would now like Ambassador Taylor to accept this 
token of our esteem and affection and to say a few words. 
(Sustained applause) 

AMBASSADOR TayLor: Captain Driscoll, distinguished guests 
at the head table, gentlemen. I am quite at a loss for words after 
that response and welcome and I can think of no other group 
from which I would be more privileged to receive a memento than 
yourselves. Ken Curtis very ably, very professionally acts with 
dedication as the American Ambassador to Canada but I can 
think of no better group of ambassadors than yourselves as well. I 
would also like to congratulate the foresight and good judgment 
of Captain Driscoll to select Canada as the site of your visit and I 
would like to make the point that it is no grand design of the 
Canadian government to have labor problems so as to keep you 
here indefinitely to help balance the tourist deficit. (Laughter) I 
would like you, as well, to take two things back to Boston with 
you as mememtoes of Canada. First, is our constitutional 
problem and second, our labor problem. (Laughter) 

I cannot add to the very eloquent way that Senator Graham 
expressed the feelings of all Canadians about the United States, 
the citizens of the United States, nor, could I add to the words of 
Ambassador Curtis except to say that it is a remarkable relation- 
ship, we all know that. And I think a good description of itis ina 
letter I received from a young student from the United States 
following our prompt departure from Iran, which was: ‘‘Dear 
Canada, I like you guys. I may live with you some day.” 
(Laughter) There were many, many others but one I particularly 
remember came in an envelope that had imprinted on it a 
beautiful Hawaiian beach scene complete with palm trees. The 
letter inside read: ‘‘Dear Canada, We think that what you did was 
very good. However, we have a proviso—when Canadians visit 
Hawaii they are lousey tippers.’’ (Laughter) Senator Graham 
might like to take note of that and pass it directly to the Prime 
Minister to see if there is some program we can develop to correct 
that. (Laughter) 
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I would like to say not only are we very happy to have you 
here in Ottawa but, also, many Canadians very much enjoyed the 
sail past of the Tall Ships and the 350th anniversary of Boston. 
Hence, as Senator Graham says, since we make up one third of 
the population of Boston, we take a good deal of pride in the 
350th. (Applause) And to do a bit more in the way of arithmetic, 
traveling recently throughout the United States, I found that one 
third of Canadians live in Florida, one third in California and 
one third in Boston. (Laughter) We come back to vote. (Laughter) 
As a diplomat, I would like to again say what a pleasure it has 
been to work with people from the U.S. Foreign Service abroad. I 
oftentimes try to think of a definition of a diplomat and I'm 
afraid I can’t do any better than the one that comes to mind by the 
distinguished statesman, Adlai Stevenson. I am not entirely 
certain whether Ambassador Curtis will agree with shis defini- 
tion but, in any event, I thought it pertinent. Adlai Stevenson 
said that a diplomat is one variously described as one made up of 
one part protocol, one part geritol, and one part alcohol. 
(Laughter) Iam not indulgent to say in which proportions Curtis 
and myself make up to.

His Excellency, Governor Edward J. King, has 
asked me to express his deep regrets that he was unable to be with 
us in person in this magnificient capitol city of Ottawa to meet 
with you and respond to the toast to our great state. He has asked 
that the following message be read from him to you at this dinner 
tonight. 


“Greetings to my fellow comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. Only very pressing business 
could keep me from joining you on this 343rd Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty. May all members in attendance enjoy the 
hospitality of our neighbors to the north and may you all return 
home safely after your tour of duty. 

The history of both Canada and the United States began 
with exploitation on the part of old world countries seeking to 
expand their empires. Over the years the growth of both our 
countries has been significant while still maintaining our 
separate identities. Our economic well-being has been sub- 
stantially improved. We have materially contributed to the safety 
and security of the world and our pre-eminence in the community 
of nations has been achieved.

accorded to us.

There is a matter of administering City government 
which is indeed very taxing. He has asked me to convey to all 
Canadian government officials, City of Ottawa officials and the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company the greetings and best 
wishes from all the citizens of Boston, as well as his own greetings 
and best wishes. He is especially pleased that the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, quartered in 
famed Faneuil Hall, Boston, should be the vehicle to make these 
greetings possible. 
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The City of Boston is celebrating this year its 350th 
anniversary as an incorporated city and for 343 of those years up 
to the present time the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany and its members have participated in every phase of the 
city’s development. Mayor White commends this organization for 
its past and present contributions for the good of the city. 

While reading a book entitled Ottawa, City of Big Fars by 
author Robert Haig, I noted with interest that a gentleman farmer 
from one of Boston’s neighboring communities, namely, Woburn, 
Massachusetts did in fact establish the Community of Hull. 

Philemon Wright first came to this area in 1796 with two of 
his men. Again in 1797, 1798 and 1799. He was a very enterprising 
and progressive thinking man and was convinced that this area 
offered many challenges and advantages. He then sold his farm 
and holdings in Woburn and moved his family together with 25 
men, oxen, tools and five other families to what is now known as 
Hull where he founded in 1800 a self-reliant community, 
originally known as Wright’s Village. In 1806, he pioneered the 
transportation of logs down river to Quebec, a distance of 300 
miles. A feat which assured the further development of this 
greater Ottawa area and provided her majesty’s fleet with the 
needed lumber to continue building ships for the British Navy. So 
Boston salutes Mr. Philemon Wright of its neighboring com- 
munity of Woburn for having participated in the founding of 
Greater Ottawa of which the City of Ottawa is now the capitol 
city of Canada. 

To you Captain Driscoll and to the men of your command, 
Mayor White wishes that the rest of your tour will be as successful 
as this phase has been. Please accept, also, my own personal 


wishes for a most successful year of command.

They were first in) organizing 
churches and supporting them, they were prominent in farming 
and also in administering the laws of the Colony; they were 
foremost in the introduction of manufacturing and the extension 
of trade in Boston. They were the chief military minds of the 
Colony and among the first in its defense. Many of them were 
public benefactors, contributing somewhat of their wealth to 
education, religion and charity.”

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REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


It was an honor to serve your Command and to chair an 
excellent Committee selected by you. Iam very proud to say that 
in your administration not one applicant for membership was 
turned down on the floor by the Company. This reflects, I believe, 
the diligence, intelligence and dedication of your Committee. 
Your Committee also, for the first time, I believe, issued a one- 
page instruction sheet on how to sponsor a member. The Chair- 
man missed only one of the nine meetings of the Committee. 

The Membership Committee interviewed 46 candidates, re- 
jected one, suggested postponement of two, and returned one 
application because the sponsor did receive prior Standing Com- 
mittee approval. As stated, all approved applicants were 
subsequently voted into Membership. 

In the best interest of the Company I have some serious 
comments to make regarding the operation of the Membership 
Committee. 

1. Twice I had to enlist the support of volunteer members of the 

Company to make the quorum of nine. This means that 

perhaps with very busy men the size of the committee should 

be enlarged or we should find some other solution. 

The application blank tells us little of the personal back- 

ground, education or community involvement of these men, 

information necessary for evaluation. 

The Committee is at a total loss to understand how it can 

approve or reject, or even if they have that authority, Right of 

Descent applicants without more genealogical authentica- 

tion. 

4. The final and key point is that there is a prevalant feeling 
among many people that everyone can get into the 
“Ancients.”” The counter point to this, I am sorry to say, is 
that many of the applications that came before this Commit- 
tee were incomplete, not well planned, and, in one case, 
inaccurate. 

I believe one of the finest things the Company could do is to 
recommend that a Special Study Committee be appointed to look 
into the entire application process.

REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTER 


I believe the year 1980-1981 was a good year, one which I 
thoroughly enjoyed. All military property of the Company has 
been inventoried, accounted for, and found to be in excellent 
condition. 

For any Quartermaster, a significant portion of his respons!- 
bility is taking care of the equipment on the Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty. Tam happy to report all equipment was transported and 
returned without any loss on the trip, and furthermore, no one 
other than those responsible ever touched their luggage except 
while going through customs which was only a few short fect. 

Under the circumstances at the time, however, transportation 
of the luggage was quite an ordeal, for while in Ottawa there was 
an airline strike in progress which made it impossible for the 
Company to enter the airport through normal procedures since 
we did not want to cross picket lines and create an international 
scandal. As a consequence of the diligent efforts and successful 
negotiations of CPT Driscoll and some devious routes taken by 
the bus drivers through the streets surrounding the airport which 
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were rarely used, we arrived at a gate of the airport which was very 
remote from the airline terminal. We waited for an appropriate 
pre-arranged time and signal, entered the airport through this 
rarely-used entrance and were permitted to ride down a live 
runway on the bus to the terminal. We disembarked in groups of 
approximately ten people at a time and waited our check-in and 
boarding. During all this time, members never touched or saw 
their baggage. The whole episode was full of intrigue, suspense 
and drama.

Remarks of J. Barry Driscoll, Captain Commanding 


Your Excellency, Governor King; Reverend Clergy; Distin- 
guished Guests; Past Commanders; Comrades, all, of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

George Washington is remembered today, if at all, as an 
English aristocrat who had something to do with the American 
Revolution and became our first President. He was, of course, 
very much more than that as an heroic patriot who had more to 
lose than practically anybody else but who put it gallantly on the 
line, all the way—and whose example stiffened the spines and 
girded the loins of thousands of other leaders who followed the 
Washington example and, in the end, gave us the land and the 
nation which we have today. Had there been no Washington, 
there would, in all probability, have been no America as we 
know it. 

And so, today, a few handfuls of us, across this great land, 
gather together to mark this great day with both solemnity and 

festivity...while the vast majority are shopping at Jordan's or 
Filene’s or Sears...or skiing or snowmobiling or shooting it 
up—as though it were just a minor jolly holiday which happily 
occurs midway between the Winter Solstice and the Vernal 
Equinox. A welcome interlude in a dull part of the year. 

But, George Washington was much, much more than that. 
Not just Parson Weems and the cherry tree, not just Mount 
Vernon and Martha Custis—but the symbol of the hard and bitter 
bloody fight which led on to the victory of human freedom and 
all the consequences which this bore to the new Nation and to all 
the Free World which was to follow. The gallant men who were 
riddled at Bunker Hill—and General Warren’s punctured vest is a 
part of the Museum in this very Hall—the bloody sheet-wrapped 
bodies which were slowly carted back to the surrounding towns 
from Lexington and Concord on the night of April 19, 1775— 
these are what George Washington means to a history which 
would have been so vastly different had it not been for him. 
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Adams and Monroe and Lincoln and Grant and Wilson and 
Roosevelt and Truman and Kennedy would never have transpired 
except that, when it counted above all else, there was George 
Washington. 

There was a George Washington who was born for his age 
and who served it nobly. The Republic, which he so greatly 
served to establish and whose principles guided our nation until 
recent years, was both simple and grand in concept. It had the 
notion that every man was responsible for his own actions, for the 
support of himself and his family and for sustaining his 
government as well as, if need be, to dedicating a part of his 
property and his personal service, if need be, his very life, in time 
of war or threat to that Republic. 

America has since World War Two passed, indeed, through 
the Slough of Despond. The fog and miasma of Cuba, Vietnam 
and Watergate seemed to totally obscure the Star of American 
Destiny. Our people appeared to have lost faith in the legacy of 
George Washington and the other great Americans who moulded 
and shaped and led America. We saw the ‘‘Me” generation evolve 
in the Counter-Culture of the '60s and '70s with its narcotics 
addictions, student protests, Draft evaders and urban riots of 
chaotic dimensions. Many of us feared that our Nation was 
sliding swiftly toward destruction. 

And, then, a remarkable metamorphosis occurred. The 
Iranian Crisis and the seizure of our Hostages created a 
miraculous catharsis of the malignant elements which were 
poisoning our people. Overnight, world events taught all 
Americans—and, especially, the younger generation which had 
never learned the lesson—that Liberty is never without cost or 
effort including sacrifice and bloodshed. The Ayatolla Khomeini 
was, unwittingly, the magic catalyst who unified and inspirited 
America as nothing else could have done—and our Nation 
marched forward, together, out of the Slough of Despond and 
onto the broad, sunlit plains of the great American Future. 

Our new National Leadership seems strongly committed to 
regaining our national strength in all areas, economically, 
socially, morally and militarily. Pray God that this may be so and 
that we may bequeath to those who follow us the same great, 
strong and peaceful Republic which was George Washington's 
noble and priceless bequest to all Americans.

LANTERN HANGING CEREMONY 
OLD NORTH CHURCH 
19 April, 1981 


Tt was my honor to represent the company on Sunday, April 
19, 1981 at the Old North Church at their lantern service. There 
was quite a crowd and not all could be admitted to hear the 
service or to see the beautiful church and the real candles burning 
in their candelabra. The entrance procession had the color guard 
from the U.S.S. Constitution with their black skimmer hats and 
striped shirts in the first box and the Reverend Bauer reading the 
scripture, the Ancients, the Lancers, the Lexington Minutemen, 
the Charlestown Militia and other units in colonial costumes. 

Of course there is always a good crowd to commemorate the 
hanging of the two lanterns when Paul Revere and William 
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Dawes started their memorable ride on April 18, 1775. When 
President Ford attended in 1975 there was a capacity crowd, but 
this year there was a great turnout to honor the Iranian hostage 
from Minnesota, L. Bruce Langen. 

He told of being in solitary when the lights were often out 
and his need for even one candle or lantern. He also spoke of the 
shortage of reading material but he had a real message. 

As he looked out at the full pews and balconies he said he was 
encouraged to see all the young people who were there to hear 
him. The 72 hostages were denied their freedom but our young 
people and we ourselves must realize ‘‘freedom is not free!”” The 
people in Paul Revere’s time worked on it and we must work at it 
today. We must take pride in our home and country, we must be 
optimistic, we must clean our language and our streets. We must 
observe our highway speed limits, and other laws of state and 
country. We must have community spirit and a dedication to 
sharing our achievements. The well stocked house is well locked! 
But, we must look at not what we own but what we share: not 
T.V. values but what we, ourselves, as free men are doing to help 
our community. He was very happy to see our country and people 
take pride in those who are in government service. It is a start. 

Hostage Bruce Langen spoke of what President Coolidge 
said 59 years ago at the 200th anniversary of the lantern hanging. 
Paul Revere was a hero because the land had many heroes who 
took more than a passing interest. We are no better than our 
composite man of today. The yellow ribbon showed a spirit of 
community. We must have a balance in our daily life, we must 
restore sacrifice, obligation, volunteerism. 

It is time for a new dedication—remember, freedom is not 


free!

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF STAFF 


Remarks by the Chief of Staff, MAJ Robert L. Marr 
on the occasion of the final Armory Meeting 
of the AHAC under the Command of 
CPT J. Barry Driscoll. 


One year ago next week, J. Barry Driscoll began his service as 
Captain Commanding with a torrent of frenzied activity. On a 
sweltering June Day he accepted the Silver Gorget from Governor 
Ed King and pledged his full efforts at the 342nd Anniversary 
Banquet. 

On the next day, as a special guest, he lunched with 
Governor King and all of the Captains of the Tall Ships at the 
venerable Union Club. 

On the following week, CPT Driscoll embarked on a 9-day 
pre-trip to Ottawa and Vancouver with his officers and staff. The 
total success of that trip was not self-evident until almost four 
months later. He returned home from the pre-trip, exchanged his 
laundry and exchanged some staff and one day later, he left for an 
8-day trip to London where the Ancients were special guests of 
the HAC of London on the occasion of the Presentation of New 
Colours by Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth. It was an exhausted 
Captain and crew who arrived back in Boston on June 28th. 

The July 4th parade in Boston turned outa large and spirited 
contingent. After honoring our patriot ancestry, CPT Driscoll 
reread the Declaration of Independence from the balcony of the 
Old State House. : 

His delivery was so vivid and inspiring that only the Ancient 
troops in formation were able to calm an aroused citizenry. 

On July 20th, another large formation of Ancients turned out 
to provide an honor guard to Rose Kennedy for her ‘Walk to the 
Sea”’ on her 90th birthday. 

In August, the Ancients assumed their time-honored place in 
the gigantic American Legion Parade held in conjunction with 
the National Convention. 

In September the pace quickened even more so than usual as 
the Ancients participated in the celebration of the Boston 350 
Jubilee—her 350th birthday. A highlight of that Jubilee—both 
for the City and the Ancients—was the opening of the Century 
Box on September 17, 1981. One of our proudest moments took 
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place that evening before a large throng of Ancients, their ladies 
and guests in Faneuil Hall. Governor Edward King, Mayor Kevin 
White and CPT J. Barry Driscoll stood center stage and opened 
the two metal boxes which had been sealed exactly 50 and 100 
years earlier in Faneuil Hall by our Ancient forebearors. 

The television cameras, radio microphones and bright lights 
testified to the scientific progress we have made. But as we 
listened to the messages of our forefathers, it was obvious that we 
have great difficulty matching up to their rhetorical style, wit and 
good humor.

CPT Driscoll and his 
lady were honored guests. On Sunday, the 2Ist, the Ancients 
again marched in the first division of the Boston 350 Jubilee 
Parade—one of the largest parades in history. The incredible 
planning required for that parade was accomplished by our 
member M.G. Vahan Vartanian and his staff of National 
Guardsmen and Ancients. 

The A&HAC received and richly deserved a great deal of 
praise and attention for the very dedicated, colorful and positive 
contributions which its members made to Boston during its 350th 
Jubilee. 

At last came the time for the 343rd Fall Field Day Tour of 
Duty to Ottawa and Vancouver, Canada. On Friday, October 3, 
170 Ancients formed at Logan Airport—in two sections—for the 
flight to Ottawa, Capitol City of Canada 

Ottawa was a fitting city for our Company to visit again. We 
were most sincerely welcomed by officials of the Canadian 
military service and by the government. The warmth of our 
informal welcome by the people of Canada was also a most 
pleasant one. 

The City of Vancouver, British Columbia, was a total 
surprise for most Ancients. Its geography is breathtaking. This 
city—the 2nd most densely populated city in North America—is a 
bustling, thriving city—full of life and happy, bubbling people. 

T will leave it to the Annual Record to record in full detail the 
343rd Fall Tour of Duty. For all who participated, it is certain to 
be a most welcome memory. CPT Driscoll deserves the gratitude 
of the Company in general and the participants in particular for 
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the successful planning and execution of this Tour. 

In November, our two Lieutenants deserved our praise and 
thanks for the elegance of the Lieutenants Ball held at the Copley 
Plaza, hotel.

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AMERICAN LEGION NATIONAL CONVENTION PARADE 
17 August, 1980 


On Sunday, August 17, 1980, a beautiful sunny afternoon, 72 
Ancients under the command of Captain Commanding J. Barry 
Driscoll assembled at Berkeley & Beacon Streets for the American 
Legion National Convention Parade.

Colonel Frederick A. York 
The 254th Commander 


COL Frederick A. York, Jr., born 22 July 1899 in Dorchester, 
Massachusetts, was the 254th Captain Commanding of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. In 
later years he made his home in Milton, Massachusetts where he 
resided on the occasion of his passing. 

He was extremely active in civic and business affairs 
throughout the Commonwealth. During his adult life he oper- 
ated a most prosperous and well-known lumber establishment in 
the Boston area. He was successful in that endeavor for he applied 
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sincere business principles and a straight forward approach to all 
business dealings. In like manner, he applied the same techniques 
to all endeavors in life. He was a fellow member of the Lincoln 
Savings Bank of Boston also, where he served as a corporator and 
trustee for many years. 

He served his country as a member of the U.S. Navy during 
WWI from 14 June, 1971, to 18 December, 1918. After being 
discharged from service he became active in veteran affairs. He 
was most active in the American Legion and served as Com- 
mander of American Legion Post No. 114, Milton, Massachusetts. 

COL York was proposed for membership in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company by Leonard C. Smith. He was 
elected a member on | May, 1944. From the day of his election to 
membership his interest in the activities of the Company was 
always in evidence—he was a very dedicated member. He was 
elected 2nd Sergeant of the Artillery in 1945, served as secretary to 
the Membership Committee in 1950-1951, was elected as Person- 
nel Adjutant and Clerk in 1952, serving the Company in that post 
in a most dedicated and devoted manner for the succeeding years 
of 1953 and 1954. 

COL York continued to be active in Company affairs during 
the ensuing years. The members, recognizing the capabilities of 
COL York, elected him as Second Lieutenant in 1959. He served 
under the command of CPT Andrew Dillon. Subsequently the 
membership, again recognizing his prior service to the Company, 
elected him as First Lieutenant in 1961 under the command of 
MGEN Reginald A. Maurer. The Company, recognizing the 
outstanding devotion to duty and the leadership ability of COL 
York, honored him in 1963 by electing him Captain Com- 
manding. His term of office was outstanding. The Fall Tour of 
Duty was the most enjoyable visit to Madrid, Spain, and Rome, 
Italy. I was honored to serve as his First Lieutenant. The 
Company enplaned on 8 October, 1963, on two respective air 
carriers, namely, Alitalia and Air India. I was in command of the 
Air India flight. On board we were catered to by quaint 
stewardesses in their saris and stewards wearing turbans. After our 
arrival in Madrid the Company went to the castle of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco, CPT York was received by Generalissimo 
Franco in the Throne Room where he tendered his respects. He 
presented the Generalissimo with an inscribed antique rifle 
which was graciously accepted. Generalissimo Franco then spoke 
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to the assembled Company from the Throne Room balcony. The 
Company continued with its planned functions in Madrid 
through 13 October, 1963. We then enplaned to Rome, Italy, 
where all planned functions of the Company, including a trip to 
the Vatican where the members of the Company received the 
Pope's blessing, were carried out with precision and were well 
attended by the members on the tour. 

This successful tour was indeed a great tribute to Captain 
Commanding York and will long be remembered. 

COL. York maintained an active interest in the activities of 
the Company after relinquishing command in 1964. He was 
appointed Chief of Staff to CPT Nicholas T. Elias in 1968 and 
served with distinction in that post. He never lost interest in the 
Company nor interest in subsequent years in The Society of Past 
Commanders. He was a man who had the courage of his 
convictions, who always was ready to stand up and be counted. 
When he spoke it was clear, audible, and with emphasis, leaving 
in the minds of those who heard no doubt of what he meant. 

We shall miss him, but we are grateful for having known 
him and for having had the privilege of serving with him in 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

He was, in fact, a great Captain Commanding who now joins 
those of the past. He will be missed but never forgotten. 

Be it resolved that this tribute be spread upon the records, 
and a copy of the same forwarded to his widow, Marion M. York.

ABOUT THE BOXES... 


During the year 1880, the members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts played a major 
role in the celebration of Boston's 250th anniversary. They voted 
to send to their successors in fifty and one hundred years a full 
account of their participation in that celebration. ; 

The idea was expanded to include “papers and letters missive 
relating to our time and to the two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the settlement of Boston, to be transmitted to our 
successors.”” 

The Century Box was sealed in a ceremony at Faneuil Hall 
on December 22, 1881, with specific instructions that it not be 
opened until September 17, 1980. That sealed box is enclosed ina 
larger box which was opened and repacked with additional 
materials in 1930. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts is the oldest chartered military organization existing In 
the Western Hemisphere. A part of the militia of Massachusetts, 1t 
is the third oldest chartered military organization in the world. 
Founded in 1637, only seventeen years after the landing of the 
Pilgrims, it was chartered by the Governor and General Court of 
Massachusetts on March 13, 1638. It is preceded only by the 
Guardia Svizzera Pontifica (Vatican or Swiss Guard), chartered in 
1506, and the Honourable Artillery Company of London, chartered 
in 1537.

A new chapter in the history of Boston and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts was unveiled on September 17, 1980. 

It was on that date that the Century Box, sealed in 1881 by the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was 
opened at Faneuil Hall. Governor Edward King and Mayor Kevin 
White were among the many dignitaries joining CPT J. Barry 
Driscoll, commanding officer of the Company, as the contents of 
the box were revealed. The ceremony began at 5:30 P.M. 

The idea for a Century Box was formed when the celebration 
of the 250th anniversary of Boston was about to take place on 
September 17, 1880. Members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, who had played a major role in that cele- 
bration, felt their comrades who would follow in fifty and one 
hundred years would be interested in information about their 
ancestors’ participation in the celebration. 

The idea was expanded and a committee was formed to 
collect material and to arrange for the writing of ‘letters missive" 
relating to that time and the progress that had been made during 
the brief existence of the country. The Century Box was enclosed 
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in a larger box which was opened in 1930, and repacked with 
additional materials for the members of the Company in 1980. 

Records of the Company indicate that the Century Box 
includes 27 documents relating to the life and times of the city 
and the Commonwealth. The actual contents of each document 
were not known; the authors were requested not to make copies 
for their records. 

Subjects as diverse as ‘‘The Relation of Government to 
Education,” by President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard University, 
to “Recollections of Boston,”’ by the Honorable Josiah Quincy 
were covered. A paper on architecture by Henry Walter Hartwell 
included 32 photographs of public buildings. Information on 
“Secret Societies" was detailed by CPT John Lindsay Stevenson, 
while Charles H. Pattee wrote on “Amusements.” The documents 
equal 900 pages. A full listing of authors and titles is attached. 

In addition to the prepared messages in the Century Box, it 
was known that the following were included: a collection of 
newspapers, giving a full account of the city’s 250th celebration 
in 1880; maps and plans of the city; papers giving an account of 
the wounding and death of President Garfield; and a photograph 
of the First Church in Boston. 

The contents of the outer box, prepared in 1930, included 
letters from President Herbert Hoover, former President Calvin 
Coolidge, Governor Frank G. Allen, Mayor James M. Curley, 
Chief Justice Arthur P. Rugg, and Secretary of State Frederic W. 
Cook, among many others. 

The Reverend Edward A. Horton was the only individual 
who contributed documents to both the Century Box and the 50 
Year Box. The essence of the momentous event on September 17, 
1980 at Faneuil Hall was captured in a speech given by Reverend 
Horton at the sealing of the Century Box in 1881: 


Imagine this scene changed in so far as this: that we are opening a 
box sealed for one hundred years, instead of assisting to close one 
for a century. Imagine the keen expectancy, the intense reverence, 
the pathetic feeling with which we should all await the 
disclosure. Time and space would seem annihilated, and the dead 
awake to speak to us. Imagine what light would be thrown on 
subjects obscure, and the half-mythical life of our ancestors leap 
into vivid distinctness. A thrill of peculiar emotion would 
pervade this assembly, truly felt only by those who love their 
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native land and cherish its memories. In some such fashion we 
may picture the day and the hour, when this box, containing 
material familiar to us all, shall be unsealed, bringing this 
generation face to face with the men and women of 1980. 


OPENING OF THE CENTURY BOX 
AND HALF-CENTURY BOX 
Wednesday, 17 September, 1980 


PROCEEDINGS 


Major Marr: Ladies and gentlemen, distinguished guests, 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts; I now call the meeting to order. 

When the Century Box was sealed on December 22nd, 1881, 
those ceremonies concluded with the assembled guests singing 
the hymn, ‘‘America” better known as to us this day as ‘“‘My 
Country 'Tis of Thee.” 

It is most fitting, therefore, that we begin the ceremonies 
with the same hymn. Special lyrics honoring Boston on its 350th 
anniversary have been written by BGEN Frank J. Bauer, Chap- 
lain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company who will 
lead us in the hymn, ‘Hymn to Boston.” I point out that the 
special lyrics are in your program; and I would now ask all of you 
to rise and join us in singing ‘““Hymn to Boston.” 

(Opening ceremony by singing ‘““‘Hymn to Boston’ by 
everybody present.) 

(Color Guard presented colors.) 

Major Marr: You may be seated. Once again, in 1924, 
John Philip Sousa wrote the march as he wrote many. This one 
was entitled ‘“The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
March”’ and I would ask Lieutenant John Shea and the band to 
play that while I call for the procession of officers and dignitaries. 

(Band plays Sousa march while CPT Driscoll leads parade of 
dignitaries to the stage.) 

Captain Driscott: Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company and guests, I welcome you to Faneuil 
Hall, Cradle of Liberty and home of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. 

One hundred years ago, our forefathers deemed that, on 17 
September 1980, we should open these—this Century Box in 
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conjunction with and support of Boston’s 350th Jubilee Celebra- 
tion. IT might add that our own 350th birthday will occur in a 
mere ¢i 


it years. 

For those of you who might not know everybody on the 
stage, I would like to introduce and ask each of them to remain 
standing and ask you to withhold your applause until the 
introductions have been completed. 

Our Chaplain, BGEN Frank Bauer; Lord Boston of Faver- 
sham, England; our 1ST LT, William F. DiPesa; President of the 
Society of Past Commanders, COL James A. Lynch, Jr.; former 
Ambassador and Governor of Massachusetts, John A. Volpe; 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Edward Hennessey; our 
Senior Past Commander, BGEN Edward Kane; 2ND LT Sylvester 
Ray; our Chaplain, BGEN Lawrence Brock, S.J.; from the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London, MAJ Charles Pettit; 
Commander of the 26th Infantry (Yankee) Division, new Com- 
mander MGEN James Dailey; our Adjutant, CPT Homer 
Shellenberger; the Lord Mayor of Boston, England, His Worship 
John Wright; Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
His Excellency Edward J. King; the Mayor of Boston, the 
Honorable Kevin Hagen White; our Chief of Staff, Chairman of 
the Century Box Committee, MAJ Robert L. Mary; the Adjutant 
General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, MAJ Vahan 
Vartanian; the Chairman of the Military Museum and Library 
Committee, L/P Stanford Nickerson. Thank you very much. 

Now, for the most interesting part of the evening, I would 
like to present MAJ Robert L. Marr, Past Commander, who has 
done a yeoman-like job in chairing this Century Box Committee. 

Major Marr: IT would now ask for the Chairman and 
members of the Military Museum and Library Committee to 
bring the Half Century and the Century Boxes forward to the 
stage. 

When the Century Box was sealed in 1881, the Captain 
Commanding of the Ancients at that time was CPT William 
Henry Cundy. In his remarks, he made several observations 
which bear repeating on this anniversary. 

He said, 


By the action of this Company in the sealing of this box to be 
transmitted to those who are to come after us, the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company has given a pledge that itis to live 
on. ave, fora hundred years at least. 
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Members of the Military Museum and Library Committee 
carry Century Boxes into Faneuil Hall 


He continued saying, 


The Company's foundations were broad and deep as evidenced 
by its strength today; and in full hope of the future, we transmit 
this box with no fears but that the Company will be in existence 
and strong enough to open ina hundred years hence. 


Well, the Company is still in) existence more strongly 
perhaps than ever before. Those broad and deep foundations have 
served our Company well. 

The sealers of this box charged their successors to guard it 
witha sacred vigilance. This has been done and those keepers past 
and present can finally relax and take joyful pride in a job 
perfectly done. 

I can confidently assure the assemblage here tonight that the 
Century Box sealed in 1881 and the Half Century box sealed in 
1930 have been opened for the very first time today. Under 
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guard—and on guard, I might add—the Century Box Committee 
opened the boxes early this morning for these three primary 
purposes: 

Number one: we did not know how long it would take to 
open the boxes, one being sealed inside the other; and a good 
thing we did, because the Century Box alone took us over an hour 
to open using the most modern tools and equipment. 

Number two: we needed to make certain that the material 
was readable. Almost all of the material in the Century box was 
handwritten in various scrolls. 

And the third and last purpose: we wanted to select only the 
most interesting items for your eyes and ears from what we knew 
to be over a thousand pages of material. 

So, now the boxes will be opened and, ceremonially, I will 
ask CPT J. Barry Driscoll if he will now strike the last rivet and 
open first the fifty-year box in that it contained the hundred-year 
box. ; 

(CPT Driscoll flanked by Governor King and Mayor White 
with hammer and chisel, shears the last rivet and opens the fifty- 
year box.) 

In your program, you will note that there was a seal 
enscribed on the head of the box indicating that this box was to be 
opened on this very day; to be opened on September 17, 1980. 

Caprain Driscout: Thank you very much, MAJ Marr. The 
first item that I have removed from this box is a gavel. This gavel 
was inserted fifty years ago; and interestingly enough, I'd like to 
read to you people where the wood came from to make this. The 
shaft of this gavel was made from the mast of the Wanderer, last of 
the old Bedford whalers. The head was made from the hull of the 
Constitution, Old Ironsides. And the button on the top of the 
head came from the flagship of Lord Nelson; so, therefore, I think 
it is very fitting that we use this gavel here tonight. 

They say history repeats itself, and it certainly does. I have 
The Boston Traveler dated September 18, 1930; and the headline 
is, “The Enterprise Wins the Cup.” I think there's a skipper that 
would like to hear about that. 

The first letter I have to read is from the Commanding 
Officer of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 1930. 
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December 22, 1930 


To the Commanding Officer of 
The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company in 1980 


My Dear Sir: 


It is rather difficult to write a letter toa man who is perhaps 
not as yet born, and also to know what to write about. 

It may be interesting to mention the large issues we are 
facing in 1930: the World Court into which, apparently, some of 
our Senators are trying to force us; the unemployment situation 
that strenuous efforts are being made to relieve; and an issue that 
is the never-failing topic of conversation—Prohibition—the 
feeling that it was put over on us during the World War, and the 
cost of non-enforcement. I wonder, after a wet vote in our last 
election of 275,000 majority and plenty of liquor apparently 
everywhere, what the outcome is to be and what your generation 
will see. I might say that I am the first Commander to have none, 
officially, at our Company functions at the Armory. 

The A. & H. A. Co. numbers at the present time about 740 
men quartered in a fine Armory with a fine Museum—a great 
body of men morally and in every other wa 
the best of condition and improving every year. 

We opened the fifty-year box on Septembr 17th, after a hard 

but fine parade as escort to Mayor Curley, and enjoyed the 
contents very much. We hope to have some fine and interesting 
letters and objects for you in our box. 
_ Tl hope you are having a prosperous administration, as 
Interesting as this year of 1930 has been for all Ancients. I wish 
you, Sir, the best of health, happiness and prosperity, as I do to 
every member of the old Command, and I know you are as proud 
of the honor that you hold as am I. 

Here's to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in 
her 343rd year. May the good old Corps go on functioning with 
Honor, Prosperity and Valor, indefinitely.

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And the second letter to be read is from the Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, His Excellency Frank G. 
Allen; and I'd like to take this minute because going along in 
history and tradition, a member of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company today is the son of the late Governor Frank G. 
Allen. Will you please stand up? 

(MAJ Frank G. Allen, Jr., stands and salutes CPT Driscoll.) 

Now, I would like to call upon the Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for a few remarks and to read 
this letter. Governor King. 

Governor Kino: Captain Commanding Barry Driscoll, 
Governor Volpe, Chief Justice Hennessey, Mayor White and all 
of our distinguished visiting Mayors, elected officials and 
members of the Ancient and Honorable. 

This evening we have the opportunity to become more 
familiar with the history of the Commonwealth and its capitol 
city, Boston. 

On two different occasions, in 1881 and 1930, the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company had the foresight to collect 
ages from prominent citizens about the Commonwealth and 
this City as they knew it then. 

Tonight, they are sharing that information with us ina very 
special way as we mark another milestone in our history. 

Fifty years ago, the Honorable Frank G. Allen was Governor 
of the Commonwealth. Governor Allen’s son and grandson are 
here with us this evening; and I am pleased to welcome them and 
now to read Governor Allen's letter. But, before I do, one 
comment. 

That Traveler may be really worth reading; and I plan to do 
that, because in addition to the remark about the Enterprise, there 
is also a large headline that says, ‘Scientific Property Survey Cuts 
Natick Property Tax $18.20." I thought we were good in science 
here. But here is Governor Allen’s letter.

We have been for the past twelve months comtem- 
plating with pride and reverence the glorious traditions of our 
State since its foundation three hundred years ago, and, deriving 
lofty inspiration from this retrospect, look forward to the great 
adventure of the future, which, though obscure to the mortal 
vision of this generation, gives promise of equal glory and honor. 

It is futile to prophesy what the next fifty and a hundred 
years will show, how the problems that will confront the people 
of your day may compare with those that face us now, Of two 
facts I am certain and convinced, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company will still hold its position of eminence in our 
common and fraternal life, and the heritage that is ours today, 
enriched as the years pass, will strengthen and confirm our great 
Commonwealth in her exalted place among the States of the 
Union.

Captain Driscott: We now have the very important letter 
which I think many people are waiting to hear. It is written by the 
late, beloved Mayor James Michael Curley; and before I call upon 
our present Mayor to read it, I would like to introduce from the 
audience the son of Mayor Curley, Francis X. Curley. Would you 
please stand up? 

(Mr. F. X. Curley stands and acknowledges warm applause.) 

I will now call upon the Honorable Kevin Hagen White to 
read the letter from Mayor Curley. 

Mayor Wuite: MAJ Driscoll, MAJ Marr, distinguished 
members of the Ancient and Honorables, Bostonians all today. 
And, yes, I might just say that, following upon the Governor's 
comment about The Traveler, there's another subheadline on the 
front page of that paper. That while the Yankees were out in 
Natick and concerned with cutting the property tax, it seems in 
Boston, we were still concerned with winning elections because 
there's a subheadline that said, ‘Election Ballots Found in Dump 
in East Boston.” 
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This evening is a time, obviously, for backward glances, and, 
for all of us, for future anticipation. For celebrating what has 
been is a prelude to what will be. For renewing the timeless links 
with Boston's deepest convictions, that thrive in 1980, as they did 
in 1930 or 1880. 

A century ago, Mayor Frederick Prince worried about the 
local schools, and ferry service to East Boston. Fifty years later, 
James Michael Curley presided over a city wracked by The Great 
Depression, where hunger stalked the streets and thousands 
questioned the future vitality of their home. 

Then, Boston was a city in a shadow, a city in decline, a city 
beset with problems. In 1980, we still have our problems. We still 
have to find ways to make this turbulent place of contrasts and 
contradictions into one city, with a single standard of justice and 
opportunity. We still have imperfections in the schools. We still 
have unmet objectives. 

But have faith in Boston. When the Ancient and Honorables 
were still young, this was a town of great ideals and the courage to 
live up to them. When Mayor Prince first sealed the Century Box 
in December, 1881, this was a city more than two and _ half 
centuries in service to the convictions of her founders, that 
freedom was every man's right and excellence every man’s 
obligation. 

When Mayor Curley sealed the box in 1930, this was a city 
that had given the world some of her greatest thinkers, writers, 
poets, and, yes, politicians. It was a city struggling for survival 
then, which won its struggle and went on the become the most 
livable in America. 

So, tonight, when we renew our old covenant with the past, 
and join the timeless parade that began with John Winthrop, 
continued through Mather and Emerson and O'Neill—that’s 
Eugene, not Dapper—we take... The Mayor of Boston, England 
is not going to understand that, unless Dapper’s reputation goes 
farther than I think. But, in any case, we take our place in the 
procession that celebrates what made and makes Boston unique. 
We are a city of Puritans and of Popes, of Yankees and Irishmen, 
of Brahmins and Beethoven, a city upon a hill that will never 
tolerate any valley, no matter how brief. 

Have faith in Boston. We have a standard in this city, a 
tradition of taking chances, of daring to try, of risking failure in 
the pursuit of glorious success. That’s the way it was in 1880, and 
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in 1930, and today. That’s the way it is tonight; and when each of 
us moves to take our place in the shadows, may those who follow 
us say that Boston, in 1980, kept faith with her fathers and her 
mothers. 

May it be said fifty years from now that this generation 
played its part and won its fair share of victories. And let the 
Century Box then carry good news for the 2Ist century, the 
message that has echoed through 350 years and even more 
eloquently than now: “Always Have Faith in Boston.” 

Now, I would like to read the letter by James Michael Curley. 
CPT Driscoll informed me just before we came in, helping with 
the box, I had not seen the letter. It is longer than Governor 
Allen’s, and I will try and read it. The swiftness with which I read 
itis in no way to be measured by the importance of the contents of 
the letter; but, I’m conscious of some time constraints and, 
therefore, I will begin. 


September 17, 1930 


To The Honorable Mayor 
of Boston, 1980. 


My Dear Sir: 


Three hundred years ago today, a small band of Puritan 
pioneers, seeking freedom of religious worship, accepted the 
hospitality offered them by William Blaxton, a solitary recluse 
who had established his home some years earlier on the west 
slope of Beacon Hill, and fortified by the Charter which had been 
granted them by the Massachusetts Bay Company in England, 
achieved the settlement of Boston, and laid the foundations of 
civil government in America. 


Doubtless you, a half a century from now, will be looking 
backward even as we of the present day are reviewing the work of 
those who have gone before us. In all humility and earnestness, I 
pray that the accomplishments of this day and generation, viewed 
from the perspective of fifty years hence, may reflect the same 
spirit of civic loyalty, courage in the face of difficulties, and 
fidelity to Purpose as has characterized succeeding generations 
throughout the first three centuries of the life of this great city. 

The activities of the early colonists in laying the foundation 
upon which has been built the entire structure of our civic and 
social life, our growth and development along specialized lines, 
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our experiments in government, our changes in population and 
topography, our progress in commerce and industry, in the arts, 
sciences and professions, religion and philanthropy, playfields 
and battlefields, are all faithfully portrayed in the histories which 
have appeared from time to time from the pen of men and women 
who have taken leading parts in their respective fields. Therefore, 
it only remains for me, in extending my official greeting to you 
today, to give expression to a few of the outstanding features of 
our present-day civic life in Boston. 

According to the 1930 federal census, we are today a city of 
51 people. In area, our physical limits comprise 30,598 acres. 


783, 


square miles, all but a small 


Boston comprises an area of 45 
fraction of which is still within a fifteen-mile radius from the 
State House, embracing 43 cities and towns which are included in 
one or more of the already established metropolitan district— 
water and sewerage and a Division of Metropolitan Planning. It 
is the most densely populated metropolitan area in America, 
numbering approximately two million people. 

Although these +3 municipalities are officially linked 
through the various metropolitan activities, they maintan at the 
present time separate numicipal government. And in spite of this 
independent political existence, these communities have a 


common economic experience. Downtown Boston is the banking 
headquarters of the entire community; the retail area, confined 
largely to a few blocks in the heart of the city, is the principal 
shopping center, not only for the nearly two million people in 
the metropolitan district, but for the entire region, as well. 
Boston is the wholesale center for the manufacturing industry of 
the district; it is the nucleus of the great passenger system which 
overspreads the metropolitan area; it is the shipping center for 
the vast bulk of merchandise handled in the district; and it is 
likewise the source of income directly or indirectly for a majority 
of the employed people in the entire community. 

In view of these facts, and many others of a similar nature, I 
am convinced that you, as the Mayor of 1980, will be exercising 


jurisdiction— 


Mayor Waite: I've read this delusion of grandeur. It just 
never occurred, I'll back up a sentence. 


In view of these facts, and many others of a similar nature, I 
am convinced that you, as the Mayor of 1980, will be exercising 
jurisdiction over a metropolitan city made up of the surrounding 
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cities and towns, whose economic existence has always been and 
must continue to be, inseparably bound up with that of the great 
City of Boston. 

Perhaps the greatest problem confronting Boston as I write 
is its share in the industrial depression which is prevalent 
throughout the entire country. The United States Bureau of 
Labor Statistics estimates that within the past five years nearly 
two million persons in manufacturing industries and employed 
by the railroads, street and steam, have suffered the loss of their 
employment. During that same period of time, the working 
population of the United States has increased by approximately 
ten million—a ratio which does not make for economic pros- 
perity. 

Boston, naturally, has had a share of dhis industrial 
depression in the form of unemployment and unusual demands 
upon the city treasury for poor relief. But, asa city, it has emerged 
triumphant from every crisis which it has encountered in the last 
three hundred years; and I have faith, I believe, as I have 
repeatedly urged, that years before you shall have assumed you 
office as Chief Magistrate of our mutually loved city, some way 
will have been found to permit and encourage the utilization of 
automatic machinery and inventive devices and at the same time 
protect the American worker who, in the last analysis, can 
provide for his family and himself only through continuity of 
employment at saving wages. 

In the meantime, this Tercentenary year has witnessed the 
adoption of a Public Works Program greater in volume than ever 
attempted in the history of the city by any man and that in spite 
of the fact that the Legislature today controls our expenditures— 


Mayor Wuite: That’s greatly reminiscent. 


__ toa degree which I am confident the force of public opinion 
will have greatly modified before your own accession to office. 
Notable among this year’s projects are the construction of 
the East Boston Tunnel, involving the expenditure of $16,000,000; 
a street program totalling $7,000,000; a school building plan 
representing $7,500,000; a hospital program in which the 
requirements for the next twenty-five years have been anticipated, 
representing a total expenditure of $7,000,000; the development 
of airport facilities involving over $1,500,000; and the steady 
carrying on of our system of health units, of playgrounds, of 
boulevards and parkways, and of all the other facilities which 
contribute towards the comfort, happiness and well-being of our 
citizens. 
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In this year also we have had the pleasure of welcoming to 
our municipal hearthstone thousands of friends from every 
section of the country. It has been our high privilege today—the 
300th birthday of our city—to entertain from our mother city, his 
Worship the Mayor of Boston, England. 


(Here, Mayor White pauses and bows to the Mayor of Boston, 


England.) 


The ‘“Town Meeting" held in his honor, and the reception 
participated in by public officials from every section of our 
country and from Canada, the dedication of the memorial to the 
founders, marking the visit of Governor John Winthrop, 
Reverend John Wilson and Little Ann Pollard to William 
Blaxton at Boston Spring, the parades, pageantry, art exhibi- 
tions, illuminations and music festivals, are all faithfully 
recorded in the annals, but I feel that the pen of our historians 
will falter, as does my own, at any attempt to translate into words 
the spirit of civic loyalty and pride, of enthusiasm and devotion, 
which has characterized and inspired the entire series of events. 

I can wish you no greater satisfaction than that in the 
observance of 1980 you may be surrounded as I have been, by a 
vast throng of people, many of them returning to pay homage to 
their native city, and by an earnest, unselfish group of men and 
women who have labored without ceasing to prepare the city for 
the homecoming of its friends and neighbors. 

My province is not that of prophecy, and I shall not attempt, 


therefore, to anticipate the obligations of the position which you 
will hold fifty years from now. There is no doubt that you will be 
confronted, as I have been, with problems which will tax your 
patience and skill to the utmost, but it is probably equally true 
that these problems will never exceed, if indeed they equal, the 
tasks which our predecessors encountered in establishing and 
developing the framework of our city. 

I have hoped for myself, as I hope for you, that no task will 
be found too great, no burden too heavy, no responsibility too 
arduous for your spirit and your strength to meet and to conquer. 
May you, in your turn, be imbued with the vision of the founder 
of our city, and with him proclaim in words which have but 
gathered force with each succeeding year, ‘For we must consider 
that we shall be as a city upon a hill. The eyes of all people are 
upon us. So, that if we shall deal falsely with our God in this 
work we have undertaken, and so cause Him to withdraw His 
present help from us, we shall be made a story and a byword 
throughout the world.”

T understand the box into which this message is put, will not 
be opened for another fifty years. At my age of seventy-one, there 
is no prospect of my seeing many of those years, but the changes 
in the world during the last fifty years make one wonder what 
will occur during the next half century. We are sull suffering 
from the repercussions of the past war and I fear that the way 
politicians were permitted to alter the face of Europe will be 
found to have laid the seeds of much future trouble. 

Russia, to my mind, is the great danger to the world in 
general—if what is known as the five-year plan should prove a 
success. The result of bringing up the children of population 
numbering about 150 millions in the principles of Communism 
and utterly subversive of all religion may have a terrible effect 
in our present state of civilization. 

The Catholic Churc h, to which I belong, is the only real 
antidote to Bolshevism.

CaptTain Driscont: On a more serious vein, I will call 
upon the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, Edward Hennessey 
to read the letter written by the Chief Justice Arthur P. Rugg. 

Cuter Justice HENNessEy: Governor King, Mayor White, 
Reverend Clergy and honored guests, ladies and gentlemen, a very 
brief word about this Court and this Chief Justice of 1930. 

The Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts is the oldest 
court of continuing existence in the Western Hemisphere. It was 
formed and has never missed a regular sitting either under the 
Crown or as an independent court of an independent colony since 
1692. Twenty-eight Chief Justices have served the Court in that 
almost three centuries. 

Chief Justice Arthur Rugg, who wrote this letter on 
December 22nd, 1930, served the Court as its Cheif Justice longer 
than any of the other Chief Justices. He served for nearly thirty- 
five years as the Chief Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. He was and is universally admired as a great 
Chief Justice and a great, compassionate man, almost universally 
admired for all of his characteristics. One of his predecessors, who 
was then serving (about 1930) as a Justice of the Supreme Court 
in Washington and had formerly served as Chief Justice to 
the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, when asked about his successor, Arthur Rugg, said, ‘He 
is a very bright and compassionate man, but sometimes he writes 
long and prolate sentences.’’ And as I glance at this very brief 
letter, I notice that if Oliver Wendell Holmes were here tonight, 
he would see in this one paragraph, one sentence in the middle, a 
whopper, and it takes up half of the space; and I rest my case.

that appeared in newspapers, and this is what Harper's Weekly 
looked Like on October 9, 1880. 

IT also have a package here, which was put in there; and I 
received it with a separate letter to his grandson, Philip Day, 
from CPT Stevens of 1880. CPT Stevens has a separate letter to 
me in which he said, “I've enclosed some coffee and I hope you 
and your brother officers can enjoy the coffee.” With the price of 
it, maybe, I'm not sure about that. 

Little did he know, much to my youngest daughter's chagrin, 
because she says, “Daddy, you shouldn't be smoking those 
cigars,” but he also included a box of cigars for me. Before I read 
the letter of CDR = Stevens, and I think you will be very 
interested and T will try to speed it along as fast as I can, these 
letters of a hundred years ago were written longhand. They took 
over six months to write, They were very, very well done. 

Obviously, they had a slower pace in those days, and, maybe, 
a better pace, but certainly, a slower pace; so, we have had to try 
to edit all of the writings to bring it in and conform with the time 
schedule we have here tonight. 
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However, in the separate letter I received from CDR 
Stevens, and it was written in 1901, addressed to me and said, “My 
dear Captain: It is my desire, sir, to have one of my male 
progeny’’—he had not heard of ERA in 1880—“‘in attendance 
when the box is opened.” 

His grandson, Philip Day, is in Florida and could not make 
it, but his great-grandson, Philip Day, is here in the audience; 
and I wonder if the great-grandson, Philip Day, will please stand 
up and take a bow? 

(Philip Day now stands and acknowledges the applause of 
the crowd.) 

And now to the letter of CDR Stevens, in which he 
certainly called an awful lot of things right. 


To the Commander of the

My Dear Sir: 


It requires more talent than I feel T possess in letter writing to 
sit down in cold blood an write a mesage to a nobody. For, my 
dear sir, notwithstanding the doctrine of transmigration of souls, 
I must consider you at this time of my writing—for we cer tainly 
never have had a Commander up to this period of our long 
history who has arrived at the dignified age of one hundred years 
before assuming command—but whatever you may Or mity NOt 
be now, whether of the heavens, heavenly and carthly, | have no 
doubt that at the period you shall read these lines, you will be 
distinguished in the military and social life as have been so 
many of the Past Commanders of our Honorable and beloved 
organization. 

T extend to you, my dear sir, and to the Ancients of 1980, 
with the hope that you will enjoy your brief period of command 
as much as I have mine this past year, And also the hope that the 
history of our Company which is rolled up during the 
generations just passed by you, it will be as pleasant for you in 
the Corps to look back upon as the past record of our old 
organization is to us. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company performed 
escort duty to the city government upon the 200th anniversary of 
the settlement of Boston; under my command, it performed the 
same pleasant duty upon the 250th anniversary. 
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T trust it will fill the same post of honor upon the 300th 
anniversary and also upon your command on the 350th, thus, 
linking our history still closer to the city which gave us birth and 
which we so much love. 

The idea of these boxes I have alluded to in my letter to the 
Commander of 1930 and will need no further explanation than 
given by our Past Commander, Edward Wyman, who's chairman 
of the committee. 

Some of my beliefs for the future are: first, religious belief. 
Christianity has certainly been much liberalized during the last 
quarter century. The so-called liberal Christianity has unques- 
tionably done much to soften these disparities as well as the 
tenants of Evangelical churches. 

Science and the Doctrine of Evolution as can many, in the 
faith of their fathers, and it is an undeniable fact that a large 
number of thinking minds at this time are, to use an apt 
expression, “At sea in their belief whether causes introduced in 
the large cities more freedom and thought, expression and living 
and have taken the harshness out of the New England Sunday 
permitting pleasures which would've been looked upon as sins a 


generation ago. 

I firmly believe that the world is constantly growing better. 
Kindness and persuasion doing more at all times than restriction 
by force. I also believe with Carlisle that no counuy which has 
tasted the blessed fruits of Christianity will ever relapse into 
atheism; that you will be better men than we both in words and 
works and as devoted to the simple truth as Christians as we of 
today, I confidently believe. 

The temperance question which seemed to be a big problem 
in 1880, as well. Commencing as far back as the Washingtonian 
movement of the 1840's or tomorrow's future, as it is sometimes 
called, which was as far back as I can remember down to the 
present day, we've passed through the Maine Law, Prohibition, 
license, local option and numerous attempts under different 
names to coerce, coax and restrain the human family from the use 
and abuse of intoxicating liquors. 

While I believe that today at least ninety out of a hundred of 
our adult male population of the United States use intoxicants to 
a certain extent in some form or another, disguised to crimp the 
conscience of some of the names of the various bidders, but are 
also justified in saying that so far as heavy drinking and 
drunkenness is concerned both in high and low society it has 
sensibly decreased during the last fifty years. 

The custom of serving liquor at funerals, house-raisings, 
ship launchings, etc., indulged by our forefathers has long since 
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passed away. I'm told that our own Company sometimes 
presented a very crooked appearance in marching from Faneuil 
Hall to the Common after the anniv ry dinner. 

Although we still indulge upon these occasions in wines, 
liquors and artillery punch from our 
thing does not occur now; and I hope 
history of our Corps. 

I believe the cause of temperance will be banished in the 
future by moral decisions more than any other means and in your 
time, though, I think liquors will still be used with discrimina- 
tion.

GOVERNOR KING:

Captain Driscoit: Well done, Governor, and thank you! I 
now call on Honorable Kevin White to read “Recollections from 
Josiah Quincy” some of which has been processed down. for 
time’s sake. 

Mayor Wuire: I'm told that this is the last reading. You 
have been patient. T know it’s been hard; but I think this is a 
singular, we'll all agree, a significant occasion; and before we 
end, I don't mean it lightly, as idle flattery, but I think that the 
Ancients should be commended in the way, the dignity, and the 
exactness and, I might say, luck, that this opening of these boxes 
has occurred. T want to commend them. 

And I'd say very quic kly that you might think that this is just 
a simple procedure. But one day when I was at City Hall about 
four or five years ago, I looked out my window. At the same time 
almost simultancously, my secretary came in, gave me a letter. I 
opened the letter. I looked out the window in horror and noticed 
that the grasshopper had been stolen from the weathervane at the 
top of Faneuil Hall, and so, at the same time, I opened the note.

It said, “Dear Mr. Mayor: My friend, Jim Smith, is at Charles 
Sureet jail. Release him and you get the grasshopper back.” I 
thought, “Only in Boston would they steal something like that as 
blackmail.” 

But, in any case, to make a long story short, the police did 
their work. We got the grasshopper back; and, I, as Mayor, never 
changing as Mayor, couldn't resist the publicity and somebody 
suggested, “Mayor, while the grasshopper is down, why don’t we 
open itup just like they did today, crack it, reach in, and take out 
the historic documents? What the heck. They're going to come 
out next year, anyhow, for 1976." 

So, as I said, knowing that the cameras would come, I 
couldn't resist. I said, “Put it down on the rotunda, and I'll go 
down, open it up."" Sure. The important moment came. The 
grasshopper was laid out, and I walked down trying to make it as 
undramaticas possible. That's not too truthful. And, in any case, 
and like MAJ Marr and Barry, I reached down and banged it; and 
I broke it apart and a little smoke came out; and then I was to 
reach in and pull out these old, historic documents of a hundred 
years ago. 

And IT remember the cameras are going; and I reached in for 
the first yellow piece of paper. I looked down and looked at the 
headline with total terror. “Williams hits ]4th homer.”” And I— 
Dick Flavin said, “Could you read that one, Mr. Mayor?” And I 
said, “No, not that one.” Now and—I reached in and the next one 
said, “Elect John B. Hynes Mayor.” So, I approached this with 
some timidity. 

We have cut down Quincy's letter, and I will read it also 
expeditiously; but I might say, I want you to remember that 
Quincy was eighty years of age when he wrote this letter, and, 
Quincy, in my opinion, and Curley, were two greatest Mayors in 
the history of this city to which no other Mayors, present and 
past, could compete with the dimensions of their personality and 
how it affected the communities that they governed. And so, as 
we sit here with the new Quincy Market, I thought I'd read this 
letter very quickly. 


This address of unborn generations is a singular sensation. 
It’s not easy to talk to babies, not to say something and writing 
words to those who are not even yet babies is a task from which 
many may naturally shrink. 
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I’m told to write something about both the progress and 
institutions of Boston; but I dare attempt nothing more 
pretentious than a brief and familiar letter therein indicating 
some of the changes which I have witnessed in Boston and 
knowing some of the improvements which it is my privilege to 
take part in. 

As treasurer of the South Pole Company, I furnish the means 
for filling in the area of more than 60 acres. When May of the 
City, I earnestly recommended the filling in of the flats and 
marshes lying east of Washington Street in the neck. I extended 
Charles Street for a jail, and, finally, created Atlantic Avenue, 
filling in the cove at Fort Hill, and thus, it would seem I have 
some interest in the new Boston, as well as the old peninsula 
where my ancestors lived. 

And now, in my eightieth year, I look back upon various 
other enterprises which I have been connected with, enterpri 
tending to the progress of the City of Boston and wonder whether, 
like four score years, that may be among you when this paper is 
opened will have seen wonderful changes as have I. 

The substitution of mechanical force for the physical have 
advanced beyond calculation, and to some extent, the increase of 
general well-being has been promoted. 

Costly articles of consumption have certainly been brought 
within, generally, the reach of the classes that have once been 
denied them. 

Education and knowledge more universally viewed, but 
there has been as yet no corresponding improvement in the 
dwellings of the working masses of this city. The imperative 
need of the day is some plan of cooperation by which the 
advantages between the comfortable surroundings could be given 
to all industrious laborers, and to this work, I have devoted my 
declining years and with a fair measure of success. 

; T was permitted to take part in the inauguration of the 
railroad system being the first treasurer of the road that unites us 
with the Great West. As a result of effort, ocean steamers which 
have left again and again and visited our harbors and the decline 
of Boston, the port, has now, in my opinion, stopped. 

I got what I wanted, the restoration of the mercantile 
importance of Boston. When, as the Mayor of the City, I obtained 
the sanction of the Legislature for the introduction of water in 
Lake Cochituate. 

During the twelve years I was Chairman of the Harvard 
Commission, TI had the satisfaction of seeing the channels 
deepened by twenty-three feet of water and every cliff livable to be 
always protected by a stonewall. 
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‘These, after all, were only physical additions to the city. 
Recalling some of the moral advancements with which it has 
been my privilege to be connected, I may mention the permanent 
abolition of the infamous third row in the theatre; the refusal of 
licenses during my administration of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors and the introduction of female teachers, generally, in the 
schools, and, above all, the first movement of the United States 
looking to the establishment of a free library which is now the 
great pride of this City. 

T have thus touched upon a few of the changes tending to the 
progress of Boston, which my own life has witnessed and which I 
have been especially interested. 

Ido not doubt that many of the social problems which now 
complex us will have found their solution before this paper sees 
the light of another century; but there will always be difficult 
reasons to be met and work to be done by those whose duty it is to 
keep this Shawmut Peninsula worthy of the good men who 
settled it.

Captain Driscott: Mr. Mayor, thank you very much. I do 
appreciate your very kind comments about the Ancients and that 
was very wonderful. We now have two more speeches that we are 
going to do. 

The first is an essay, again, edited and cut down, on 
commerce and navigation; and we feel it is very interesting and 
very informative. 

We are very proud to have a member of our Company, the 
former Ambassador to Italy and the former Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Governor John A. Volpe. 

GoveRNoR VotpE: Thank you very much, Captain Com- 
manding Barry Driscoll. Your Excellency, Governor King, 
Reverend Chaplains, visiting dignitaries, distinguished guests, 
my fellow Ancients, dear Friends all. Until I heard that letter read 
by Cal Coolidge, I never thought he wrote or spoke more than ten 
words at any one time. 

Asa former Commander-in-Chief of the Company, and also, 
the former Secretary of Transportation, perhaps it is quite 
appropriate that I read this letter on commerce and navigation 
written by CPT Robert Bennett Forbes; and he prepared this 
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Ambassador John A. Volpe reads the transportation paper from the 
Century Box. 


paper by saying that he is President of the Boston Marine Society, 
sent the first American steamers to China, and the British Indies, 
sent the first propellered package ship to Europe. 


Having been honored by this request, Lam confining myself 
to principally the revelations of dreams or speculations brought 
to my mind when under the influence of morphine or other 
narcotics, as T suffer from neuralgic pain. 

Anucipating that the English language will be much 
changed in volume, if not improved by cutting out all useless 
leuers, and T shall write what I have to say as T stuppose the 
language will be spoken in 1980, 

Imagine that T wuz sailing— 


GoveRNoR Votre: And that’s exactly what it says, “wuz” 
—when T wur sailing or flying through or over the water in a 


ship about 2,000 feet long and her general shape being like a 
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large cigar, she was made of steel and about 150 feet wide and 
deep. In fact, like two complete cylinders, each 80 feet long, with 
tapering ends of 200 feet each. 

In the center by some unknown process came powerful jets 
on streams of air or water with such force to give great speed to 
the ship. 

Now, I am told that it is contemplated to build ships 3,000 
feet long to go over land in three days. On a trial trip, I met a 
gentleman who had just come from San Francisco through a 
pneumatic tube in two days, complained of nothing, save the 
delays. He was put under some narcotic and slept all the way. 


Governor Votre: I might add that while I was Secretary of 
Transportation, honest to God, we had some plans to develop a 
pneumatic tube that would do exactly that, except in twenty-four 
hours. It hasn't come to pass yet. 


He said that, “the old, useless sagebrush was not cultivated in 
gardens by means of irrigation, that Salt Lake had been drained 
and that only wheat and corn were now raised in California, and 
that wine was now carried from California to Europe.” 
Governor Votre: And that’s not too far from the truth, as 
a matter of fact. 


The Panama Canal has been nearly finished; but it had been 
overwhelmed by floods and never been completed. 


GovERNOR VOLPE: He was slightly off there. 


My informant also said “the natives of the Pacific Islands 
have left cannibalism and were now planning clothing from the 
United States.” 

He also spoke of “the continuous railroads from China to 
St. Petersburg and from Mexico to all parts of South America.” 

Returning to the arrangements of ships, by means of long 
projecting spans, oil was poured upon the waves and the sea 
smooth. 


GoOvERNOR VOLPE: ‘These days, we pour oil upon the waters 
without trying. 


I remarked to the Skipper that the idea of smoothing the 
troubled water had occurred to me a century ago. He remarked, 
that his ship was only 130 feet long. He did not care a fig for the 
idea. 


GOVERNOR VOLPE: Excuse me, I shouldn't laugh before you 
do, only, I'd read it before. 
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The Captain spoke of the electric headlight that its power 
was so great he could illuminate his path on the darkest night, in 
the thickest fog, so as to keep up his speed at all times. 

The social hall of the ship has libraries and every contrivance 
for amusement. There are accommodations for five thousand 
persons at a cost of $40 each. 


Governor Votre: Much more like $4,000 each 
today. 


About that time, a terrible neuralgic attack awoke me and I 
awoke only to one. If any person had ever thought of building a 
boat for five thousand passengers, I predict that in 1980, there 
will be no sailing ships, except pleasure craft on the oceans; but 
that most of the pleasure craft will be drawn by a similar means 
of power to which I have alluded. 


Governor Votre: Slightly wrong. 
I predict also that wars between what we now call civilized 
nations will have holy seats and that all disputes between nations 


will have now been settled by arbitration through referees 
appointed annually by international conventions. 


GoveRNor Votre: Wish to God that was so. 


Telephone communications now only in their infancy will 
be run underground from city to city. The seat of government 
will be somewhat near the center of the United States. 


Governor Votre: I don’t think it is. 
Annapolis and West Point will be forgotten. 
GoveRNor Votre: They haven't been. 


Some places will be supplied with fresh water distilled from 
the never-failing sea. 


GovERNoR VoLpE: That has happened. 


All that I have written had been done while I were under the 
effect of neuralgia suffering, so that in finishing, IT must ask 
indulgence of my readers. Perhaps, in 1980, the sons and 
daughters may come to read what I have written. I trust that they 
will all follow the example of the Chinese who look upon 
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disrespect to parents as a great crime. To the readers, my most

GOVERNOR VOLPE: Thank you. 

Captain Driscotr Now, our last reading and that cer- 
tainly was, Mr. Ambassador ‘Governor, a very, very interesting 
reading. 

On manners and customs of 1880, I will call upon our very 
fine member, BGEN Richard McLaughlin. 

GeNERAL McLauGuiin: Your Excellency, your Honor, 
your Worship, distinguished comrades, Reverend Clergy, I have 
performed a great service for you all here today, because I distilled 
about forty-seven pages of observations by Reverend Edward 
Augustus Horton, Minister of the Second Church in Boston on 
manners and customs of Boston life in 1880. 

Reverend Horton is the only contributor to the 1880 Century 
Box who lived on to contribute again to the 1930 Half-Century 
Box. He comments that, although Massachusetts had, in the 
beginning, been an aristocratic community, it was in 1880 a very 
democratic society where wealth, ancestry and power conferred 
no more than a “transient plumage of superiority.” I detected a 
few tear stains on the manuscript at this point. 

Then, under the heading of ‘‘Accomplishments,” he touches 
on the unhappily popular hobby of china painting by young 
ladies, which, he says, mostly disfigures the original china piece. 
He notes that no home, poor or rich, is without piano and that 
countless thousands of children are being relentlessly trained, 
regardless of taste or talent, to assault the human ear! 

Horseback riding is in a sad decline, he notes, and further 
observed that practically all female activities are sedentary. 

He regrets—indeed, deplores that summer vacations have 
become so universal that all church activities must be compressed 
into only eight months per year. 


Under the rubric of manners, he confesses with surprise that 
even the lower orders are well-behaved, especially toward ladies 
but that men frequently behave rudely toward other men on 
trains and steamboats. Reverend Horton didn't live to see it, but 
the descendants of those rude men can be observed, occasionally, 
even today, on our Southeast Expressway. ..or so my mail tells 
me. 
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His transportation section comments on the prevalence of 
horse cars and steam trains in Boston, but notes with satisfaction 
that steamboats are constantly exploding with huge carnage. 
Aerial flight remains no more than a dream of prophets other 
than the curiosity of balloons on the 4th of July. The bicycle is a 
useless novelty and basic transport still relies on horse-drawn 
vehicles. 

Turning to clothing, he notes that the average Boston man is 
neatly and correctly dressed, while the ladies tend to overload and 
overdress in shoddy, vulgar fashion. 

Recreation is not an American idea, he says, because we are 
too engrossed in working to make money. Lawn-tennis is 
fashionable with the upper classes, but croquet has retreated to 
the country. Canoeing is in its infancy. Crowds do flock to 
Nantasket Beach to hear band music, see fireworks, and to eat. 

He touches on another very popular amusement in the form 
of fairs, which are constantly held to raise money for charitable 
purposes. Two huge ones are then running in Boston—The New 
England Manufacturers’ and the Mechanics’ Charitable Society— 
although, he darkly notes, it is widely suspected that a certain 
amount of tippling—and worse, occurs at these events in the 
evening hours. 

He speaks of the decline of church attendance and mimics 
those who talk of worshipping in the fields and on the shore, of 
finding sermons in stones and trees but who, he suspects, never 
hav a thought beyond coarse amusement. 

On religion, he notes that Governor Winthrop would not 
know his Puritan Commonwealth come 1880 because of the 
invasion of Episcopalians and the change liturgy of the Con- 
gregational Church. His scope of observation did not, ap- 
parently, included the Baptists, the Methodists, the Presbyterians, 
the Jews and the Roman Catholics. But, of course, these sects 
numbered only a few hundred thousand in the Boston of 1880. 

He notes the tendency of weddings and funerals to become 
more elaborate and deplores the growing habit of the lower 
classes to hold these ceremonies in upper class churches, to which 
they would not normally have access 

Education draws his scorn. He says, it is billed to achieve 
purposes which it can never attain. The habit of the day is to put 
a child into the school system as you would put some substance 
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into a mill, and expect a complete result. He says, that we are 
spending huge public sums of money for education when we are 
really only building schoolhouses and adding to a_ useless 
process. 

Are you listening, Mayor White? 

On domestic lives, he comments that home life was, as a rule, 
happy with a delightful companionship between the children 
and the elders. On the other hand, he says, a constant thorn in the 
domestic life is the servant problem. Our daughters attend less 
and less to the cares of household routine and we are dependent 
on a fickle and ignorant class of servants. You see, things were 
really tough at the Second Church parsonage in 1880—even 
though they were paying $5 per month wages—and I doubt that 
the help came from that parish. 

On public observances and holidays, he notes that Decora- 
tion Day had become very big after the Civil War, but that 
Independence Day has lost some of its early fervor. The Puritan 
“Fast Day” holiday is still proclaimed by the Governor, but there 
is more feasting and frolicking than fasting and praying. 
Thanksgiving Day is observed by empty churches and full bellies. 
Reverend Horton really was a spoilsport, you see. He didn't die a 
minute too soon. 

The newspapers had enslaved their readers, he said. Every- 
body bought them at prices from one cent to four cents and read 
them cover to cover. A craving exists to see one’s name in print 
and certain sheets are filled with social gossip, according to the 
Reverend. 

On the topic of dominant traits, he observes a growing 
preoccupation with history and antiquities, much fostered by the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. On the other hand, 
nothing is perfect to Reverend Horton and he speaks disparag- 
ingly about the exaggerated mania for old furniture and relics. 

He is shocked by the wide attention given to the utterances of 
atheist Robert Ingersol and bemoans the limited output of 
George William Curtis, James Russell Lowell and Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. Apart from these authors, he says, there is little 
well-balanced and creditable comment on literature, art, Music, 
theology and politics. 

The Reverend Horton really knew some rather bleak days. 

And yet, there were those happier days, such as the Fall Field 
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Day of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery when the brilliantly 
uniformed Company paraded through the streets to inspiring 
music and we see in those ranks so many eminent and prominent 
men of Boston, including, to be sure, the Reverend Horton. 

He closes his day noting the lamplighters rapidly illuminat- 
ing thousands of street lamps and an occasional blaze of brilliant 
electric lights—as he peers forward through the mists of the 
century ahead, which, he hopes, will be far, far better—but the 
Reverend lived on more than halfway through that new century 
and being who he was, we can be quite sure he was... 
unhappy. 

Thank you. 


Captain Driscott: That was not only well-written, 
but, certainly, well-delivered; and I heartily congratulate 
GEN McLaughlin. 


At this time, we are just about to close. I would like two 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company to rise. 
They’ve been members that have been here for fifty years or more. 
One is COL Mark Smith, and also, BGEN Edward Kane. Will 
they please stand. It makes me nervous that I was going to 
overlook another gentleman and I had no intention of it; and I 
saved him for the unique distinction that, I believe, he’s the only 
Ancient who was present in the hall in 1930, and he is present in 
the hall in 1980, and I believe that is BGEN Frederick Pereira. 

As you know from your programs, there were many more 
articles that were written, and, obviously, time precluded us 
reading them. They will be available for future publication for 
future viewing. I would like to commend MAJ Marr and the 
Committee. They certainly did a fantastic task and they worked 
many, many long hours. 

For those of you here in the hall, who would like to, when 
this meeting is over, you may go to the third floor—the next floor 
up and view our museum. It certainly is very, very interesting. 
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For all of you for informational purposes, Members of the 
Company, the entire building will be secured at 10:00 P.M. this 
evening; so, if you have anything, you must take it out by 10:00 
P.M. And for those on the stage, I have been informed that, as 
before, we will leave the hall the same way that we came in and in 
the same order; and I would ask you, the audience, to remain in 
your seats until we do clear the hall, and I thank you very much 
for coming.

The urging that I gave you over a period of weeks, 
I think—hold your applause for the members of the head table as 
I am introducing and then one round and then, I think that is 
sufficient.

Ladies and gentlemen, I hope you enjoy your meal and your 
food and your wine tonight.

Chaplain Bauer giving invocation at Century Box banquet. 
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Caprain Driscott: Ladies and gentlemen. It gives me great 
pleasure to present to you the son of our former Mayor, James 
Michael Curley, Mr. Francis Xavier Curley. 

Mr. Curtey: Good evening, ladies and gentlemen. I am 
happy to have the opportunity to speak to you for just a moment 
or two. I really am. I am happy to have the opportunity of 
speaking to you and sharing with you a personal recollection 
when I was six years old and that capsule that you saw opened 
today was being put together. 

My mother had died four months earlier, And in my 
innocence, when his Honor, my beloved father, had the gracious- 
ness and the courtesy to ask a six-year-old child, “What would 
you like to have put in the capsule to be opened fifty years from 
now?" T said, in my innocence, and at that age, ‘‘All the beautiful 
pictures and stories about my mother that were in the papers 
recently,” not realizing the heartache that it gave him and not 
knowing until today whether or not they'd been put in; and I 
wanted to share this very personal recollection with all of you. 

And I did not properly address the honored guests at the 
head table, because I am so much outnumbered by Archbishops 
and Grand Dukes and Lady Mayors and Generals and Admirals, 
and also outnumbered, I hope, by friends, as my father was. 
That's why I did not give a proper introduction, and I thank you 
all for your kind attention. 

Captain Driscott: I would like to call upon the Adjutant 
General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to read a letter 
that was addressed to him fifty years ago. MGEN Vahan 
Vartanian. 

GENERAL VARTANIAN: Ladies and gentlemen, as a preamble 
to this letter, I would like to invite all of you to witness one of the 
most spectacular events in the City of Boston when the Ancients 
will stand in honor at the head of the column and be a part of the 
grand 350th parade in the City of Boston this coming Sunday, 
starting at twelve o'clock. So, come on down and watch 
something beautiful. 

Listen, this is the second time I have had an opportunity to 
read this letter, written to me by me predecessor of fifty years 
ago. 
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(Letter written by ADJ GEN Jesse F. Stevens presented.) 

Captian DriscoLt: Well done, General. Now may I present 
to you His Worship John Wright, the Lord Mayor of Boston, 
England. 

Lorp Mayor JoHN WriGHt: Governor King, Deputy 
Mayor Kevin White, Captain Commander, honored guests, 
Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. I 
feel, ladies and gentlemen, that I am rather humble and 
completely out of place, and I say that with the greatest respect 
because many of you already said you've visited our town, and, if 
you have, you know we’ve got absolutely nothing that you have 
got, except this town is about fifty times bigger. 

I was told, ladies and gentlemen, that one thing you never 
knew is how an Englishman makes a joke, because the American 
humor is different to ours. And I made about fourteen speeches so 
far, so I’m going to try this one and see how it works. This story is 
a true one, ladies and gentlemen, and it concerns Winston S. 
Churchill, a man very closely associated with your culture, as 
well as being one of the finest leaders Great Britain has ever had. I 
hope, ladies and gentlemen, it was an English part of him that 
made him a great man, because he was part American. 

It concerns a rivalry which he had for many, many years with 
Lady Astor, and she and Winston used to banter considerably. 
Something on the lines with Mayor Kevin White and his 
councillors—when Mayor White said to the Lord Mayor of 
Boston, didn’t know about no meal, I would remind him that I've 
been—I've been denied by the council themselves. 

; Ladies and gentlemen, I hadn’t been in the room fifteen 
minutes before I knew I was riding a tightrope between the 
Mayor White and the council. We'll get around to the story 
sooner or later. I did say, if I was invited to speak, when the meal 
came, I would bring it up with me. I managed to finish in time. I 
know why the Americans are tough. They have their meat raw. I 
am getting used to it. In fact, I’m ashamed to say, I’ve started to 
like it. Back to the joke. 

It was across the House of Commons, which, as you know, is 
our number one entertainment organization, and Winston, who 
had been rather rude to Lady Astor, who rose and said, “If I was 
your wife, sir, I would poison your drink.’’ Winston said, “Tf I 
was your husband, Madam, I would drink it.’’ Which proves, 
ladies and gentlemen, that all my advice was wrong.

I would like to finish, and I do apologize. I'll not finish 
without paying a great respect for the young lady that has 
organized the whole event, as far as I am concerned, and that’s 
Katherine Kane. 

I don’t have to tell you, ladies and gentlemen, just how 
energetic and what Kathy can do because if you look from one 
end of this table to the other, you'll find one woman; and that’s 
got to bea great accomplishment. Just quickly and I'll sit down. I 
always say too much, but there we are. 

I listened with interest to all the speeches written many, 
many years ago; and the last one was the most interesting because 
once you thought what the Reverend gentleman said, you 
thought was funny, I assure you, he was a true Puritan; and we 
are still exactly the same in Boston now. 

Thank you. 

CapTain Driscoii: After the most brilliant speech, humor- 
ous and, certainly, the way we wanted this dinner to be tonight, 
I'm not going to call on anybody and let them catch their breath. 
You are too good to follow. 

Thank you very much. 

(Discussion off the record.) 

Caprain Driscort: The son of the Governor in 1930, 
Frank Allen, please, come forward and give a few words of 
expression similar to Francis X. Curley. Is Frank Allen here? 
Frank. Thank you. Ladies and gentlemen, please, give your 
attention. Frank Allen. 

Mr. ALLEN: I would like to start this evening by referring, 
as everyone else did to the main performance, to the newspaper 
that was published in 1930, among which one item was not 
mentioned. In the middle of the parade in Roxbury at 2:00 P.M., 
my sister has given me permission to admit that she’s fifty years 
old today, this morning; and the news came rushing out of my 
father on the platform.... 

Now, I would just like to say two or three things of how 
happy Iam and will have been on this occasion. The first is that 
for my son and mysclf to be here, it’s a very great honor; and I feel 
that for both of us, that it is something that we will remember as 
long as we live. 

The second thing I would like to say, my very great 
appreciation to our Governor to the superb way in which he ran 
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my father’s honor. It is yet something that both of us will 
remember always. 

The third thing is that we both associated ourselves to all 
that my father said about the future, or present and future, I 
should say, of Massachusetts after fifty years, which he, un- 
fortunately, could not live to see and our confidence that the next 
hundred years will be just as progressive and supportive of the 
population of this Commonwealth, as it has been the last fifty; 
and I thank you all very much for the honor of being your guest 
tonight and being here. 

Captain Driscott: I think that the Company is unique. 
The Governor of fifty years ago put his letter in a box and that his 
son, who is a member of the Company, can be here +0 respond to 
that letter. 

Now, we do not intend to detain you much longer. We are 
going to make it still brief and bright; and I did get a litle 
leeway, but I would like to introduce traveling, again, across the 
sea from England, the Lord Boston of Faversham. Lord Boston.

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Lorp Boston: Captain Commander, Deputy Mayor, ladies 
and gentlemen, it's a tremendous pleasure and privilege for my 
wife and me to be here in this gathering tonight. I must make a 
confession to you which I have, in fact, already made in a smaller 
gathering here since arriving in Boston, and I think I ought to do 
ithere. And, that is, my wife, Margaret, is, in fact, Australian; so, 
you and she have a great deal in common. You're all ex-colonials. 

I also just want to say this, and I may presume, too, my first 
name. I have, also, despite my name which you—it isn’t 
everybody who gets this name frequently. It’s a tremendous 
source of confusion, Boston of Faversham; but despite the fact 
that my family name is, in fact, Boston, I do want to assure you, I 
have not come here to make a takeover for this place. With a 
name like mine, you don’t need to do it. 

Now, we are, in fact, very often shown both sides of the event 
that we are two nations divided by a single language. Now, I 
didn't expect to come to—here at a gathering like this. Now, I 
heard during the course of these proceedings at a very early stage 
in them about the Century Box Committee. Unfortunately for 
me, I misheard that. I thought, and you'll have to forgive me 
because there are, after all, in a gathering like this, military 
associations, I heard that about the Century Box Committee; and 
I know the United States is very brilliant, but I wondered how 
you managed to get a Committee into a Century Box? 

However that may be, I do have another confession to make; 
and that’s, although my father was in the First World War, we 
can’t name any direct association with the associated body of the 
other side of the Atlantic to this Ancient and Honorable 
Company and its tremendous Captain Commander to be with 
you here, my father was in the Royal Artillery and for a time, in 
the Royal Force Artillery. And here comes my second confession. 
I was, in fact, in the Royal Air Force; and it is sometimes said that 
on the other side of the Atlantic, we are not too bad in organizing 
ceremonial occasions. 

Well, the first thing I'd say is that we've learned a great deal, 
indeed, tonight because you have organized this with tremendous 
military precision. 

It happened when we were doing a rehearsal when I was in 
my early days in the Air Force for our passing out parade. And 
you know what Sergeant Majors, or as we have them in the Air 
Force, are on occasions like that. There we were at the end of our 
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six weeks recruit training supposed to be in perfect ceremonial 
form; and we were on the parade run and, ah, we came toa halt 
and we were going to have to do an about-turn. 

Unfortunately, my right heel got into one of the ruts on the 
parade route; so, Lord Officer gave the command, About Ho; and 
around we went carrying out rifles; and, of course, I was in this, 
right, managed to avoid dropping my rifle; but, nevertheless, 
made an awful mess of their about-turn. 

We all stood stockstill and I began to breathe a sigh of relief. 
And then, I heard these footsteps coming towards me across the 
parade drive. And I heard it and then the next thing was, I felt the 
warm breath against my left ear of the Officer. And he said, 
“Boston,” he said, ‘‘you area fool, a dope, and an idiot. What are 
you?” And I had to repeat that I was, indeed, a fool, a dope and an 
idiot. 

And I think it’s only right to confess that penetrating 

experience to you. There is one other penetrating experience. 
There is one other military experience that I had, too. 
: Here, in the United States, thanks again to Kathy Kane, I was 
in Boston, in fact, in 1978; and this is my wife's first visit, but I 
was here in 1978, and had the pleasure of meeting Katherine then. 
After she had very kindly entertained us, we then were handed 
over to other organizers who were going to take us outside the 
city limits and they took us ona tour, which included Lexington 
and Concord, and, of course, we were taken to the various battle 
sites and it was for me a very touching experience because, as we 
approached each of these battle sites—I should, perhaps tell you 
that I was in a party of diplomats—I was the only Englishman 
from United Kingdom then amongst them. The others were from 
United Nations, from other countries, and as we approached each 
successive battle site in this area, a young lady very touchingly 
came to me and apologized for what we were about to be told. I 
ought to tell you this, too. The one battle site that we were not 
taken to, as a matter of fact, was the battle of Bunker Hill. That 
was the one we won, but not very well. 

_ Now, at this point, I must tell you that you've got your 
history totally wrong. I know something about the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. And I gather that the order that was given was, 
“Wait until you see the whites of their eyes” That's totally and 
completely nonsense. Those redcoats didn’t have white eyes at 
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all. They were red, ringed with red. They'd been up for hours; so, 


we must getour history straight. 

Now, the Mayor of Boston has mentioned, for instance, Sir 
Winston Charchhill: and T would support what he has said about 
him. Vhere’s another story, too, And here I come to my joke. 

The good Winston Churchill, which you may perhaps have 
heard about, and there was another exchange across the floor in 
the House of Commons, And that was between Sir Winston and a 
lady who was, as a matter of fact, and here’s my third confession 
tonight, was a member of my party called Betsie Braddock and Sir 
Winston used to enjoy a sort of splendid dinner that we are 
enjoying tonight and he used to enjoy the drink that went with it, 
aswell. 

And Betsie came up to him and she said, “Sir Winston, you 
are drunk. You are horribly drunk, You are revoltingly drunk.” 
And Sir Winston turned to Betsie Braddock and he said to her, 
“Madam, vou are ugly. You are horribly ugly. You are 
revoltingly ugly. And IT shall be sober tomorrow, whereas, 
tomorrow, vou will still be ugly.” 

Well, T didn’t want to say this, and forgive me, Captain 
Commander, for disobeying one of our orders: T only want to ad 
this ina serious tone for jsuta couple of sentences or so, and that 
is this. 

You. sir and your team who have organized this event 
tonight, this historic event which will be remembered, not just 
for the days ahead of this historic year, but, in fact, for centuries 
ahead in the history of this great nation. You have organized, as I 
have already indicated, with military precision from which we 
can gain a great deal. You and your organization have con- 
vibuted Qemendously, not only to the military history of this 
great nation, but, also, if Tmay say so, of the world. And itis one 
of our great feclings of gratitude that we can rely on you, 
vourselves, as a very significant historic part of this city and of 
this great nation to support and back and promote, and, indeed, 
provide the vast bulk of the peace of the western world and the 
world as a whole, and we thank you for that. 

Capratn Driscout: Lord Boston, you leave all of us breath- 
less. This not fair to call on anybody in this audience to respond to 
thatamost gracious talk. Te is overwhelming: itis fantastic; and T 
would like to now congratulate, personally, and I would ask 
them to stand because they are the people who did it, not the 
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Captain, not the Chairman of the Committee, not anybody else, 
but, Gentlemen, I salute you and Task you to stand, the Members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

You know, I have the tutelage of a Colonel (and soon to be 
General) and have learned how gracious the British are; they are 
fantastic; they are great and they are our friends, and we are their 
friends, and IJ think that's very important. 

I would now like to call upon, as you cat your dessert, T 
would ask you to please keep conversation as friendly as it is 
because we have had many libations. 

I would like to call upon a very fine, gracious lady. ‘The 
person who has been in charge of the Boston 350th celebration. 
This is why we are here. Our forefathers did it one hundred years 
ago for the 250th. 

Mayor Prince, by the way, who was Mayor at that time, and 
he did say, and I'd like to put it down that Mayor Prince said, “I 
believe that a hundred years from now, people will be traveling 
in the air, as we are traveling on the ground.” 

ButI would like to introduce to you now the Deputy Mayor 
of the City of Boston, the coordinator of the Boston 350. She 
is a very gracious and wonderful lady, Mrs. Kathy Kane. 

Mrs. Kane: Thank you very much. I would like to pay 
tribute to all for this fantastic evening, particularly, Bob Mary. 
and Jim Lynch, for the Bicentennial. I want to pay special tribute 
to him and all of you for a very fantastic evening; and Twas very 
moved by all of it, and I know that Mayor White was when he 
read the letters from Mayor Curley. And all Twant to say is how 
excellent you were in welc oming our British visitors which you 
have done beautifully. 

T would like to say on behalf of what I think is only one-third 
of the audience, women, I have told Barry and Bob that in the 
next time capsule I think there should be a message from me ina 
humble way and some other women, and I would like us to be 
represented in the next time capsule for fifty years and for one- 
hundred years; and I want to thank all of you for coming out for 
that. 


Captain Driscont: Thank you, again, very much. 

Well, I'm going to tell you, the Century Box—I don’t believe 
I'll be part of it; but, if | were, [know the Captain of 1880 made a 
lot of predictions way before a hundred years from now, way 
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before fifty years from now, the Mayor of Boston—there is going 
to bea lady present, like itor not. That's the way it’s going to be. 

And IT don’t know if there will bea lady as the Captain of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery. Well, with that I would just 
like to say, Md like to introduce two people and this is not to 
offend anybody else in the hall, because they are great people. 

Id like to introduce two people; the Executive Secretary of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. He has been 
stretched out, way, way out; and he’s done a fantastic job. MAJ 
Charles Hoar, will you please stand? 

And T want to introduce somebody who has threatened time 
and time again—because there are too many things to do; but I 
want to say to my wife, Kathy Driscoll: “Thank you very, very 
much.” 

With that, the evening is young, the formal speeches are 
over: enjoy yourselves!

“The First of the Four” 


This year, 1981, marks the sesquicentennial anniversary of 
his death. He died one hundred fifty years ago—in 1831—the first 
of the four members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts always named in any history of our 
Company, however brief, as having also served in our nation’s 
highest office, the Presidency: James Monroe. 

James Monroe was 58 years old when he was inaugurated on 
March +, 1817, the fifth President of the United States and the 
third and the last of the so-called “Virginia Dynasty,” succeeding 
James Madison in whose cabinet Monroe had served during the 
War of 1812 both as Secretary of State and as Secretary of War and 
Thomas Jefferson under whom Monroe had studied law, build- 
ing himself a home, Ash Lawn, in Charlottesville to be near his 
teacher's home, Monticello. President Jefferson had, in 1803, sent 
Monroe to Paris to sign the treaty for the Louisiana Purchase, 
which doubled the territory of the United States. Earlier, James 
Monroe had served under General George Washington and was 
the last of the Revolutionary soldiers to take the oath of office as 
President. As one historian (Professor Margaret L. Coit) puts it, 
“To call the roll of Monroe's achievements is like reading the 
history of the young republic. Of frontier stock, he had grown up 
ina plain frame house with bare rafters and a huge open hearth. 
Described by Washington as ‘a brave, active and sensible soldier’ 
in the Revolution, he was wounded at Trenton. He had been 
governor of Virginia and had sat in Congress as a senator. He had 
been United States minister to France and to England.” Henry A. 
Wise unknowingly described James Monroe with words which 
paraphrase the motto of our Company, ‘‘Facta non verba,”’ ‘He 
was a man of action, not of words.” 
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If James Monroe is coming across as standing tall, he did, 
and he was—an imposing six-footer in the days when not many 
men attained that stature, and of a distinctly military bearing. 
The most famous Presidential portrait is, of course, that of 
George Washington by Gilbert Stuart. But the most handsome of 
all Presidential portraits is that of James Monroe, now in the 
National Portrait Gallery of the Smithsonian Institution in our 
nation’s capitol. Full-length, painted by John Vanderlyn, it 
shows James Monroe standing with stately inner calm and 
assurance in buckled shoes, yellow knee-breeches and waistcoat, 
black frock coat, and white lace cravat—the last of our Presidents 
to affect that style of dress. James Monroe, like the beloved Father 
of His Country of whom he was distinctly reminiscent, also with 
mild blue eyes and rock-like features, was a President who looked 
like a President, indeed, a great President. Even John Quincy 
Adams, never profuse in his compliments and who, as it was said, 
“criticized almost everyone,” spoke well of James Monroc. 

During his eight years in the White House, from 1817 to 
1825, there was much of which to speak well. Those years are 
labelled, in history books, as ‘“‘the era of good feeling.” Nathan 
Sargent informs us that throughout Monroe's presidency “‘tan- 
quility pervaded the country like the placid calm of an Indian 
summer.’ Two months after his inauguration President Monroe, 
in May of 1817, after the e ample of President Washington, 
undertook a journey to see the people and the country. Wearing 
his blue and gray officer's uniform of the Revolutionary War, he 
ed went to Baltimore, then to New Castle, Wilmington, 

uladelphia, New York, New Haven, Hartford, Newport, and 
everywhere he was enthusiastically and lovingly received. It was 
in Boston, however, that Monroe was given his greatest grecting. 
George Morgan, in his definitive biography of James Monroe, 
writes, “Tt would take a chapter to tell of all the interesting 
happenings while Monroe was in Boston.” But the happening of 
greatest interest to us is the one which occured on Monday 
evening, June 30th, 1817, ata meeting of the Ancient and 


Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Here's the report 
from the official record: © 


President of the 


His Excellency James Monroe, Esquire, 
United States, was proposed as an honorary 
member; whereupon, voted that the by-laws be so far dispensed 
with as to ballot for him at this mecting. The ballot being taken, 
he was unanimously admitted. His Excellency John Brooks, 
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Governor of the Commonwealth (a Major General and twice 
Captain Commanding of the Company, in 1787 and 1794) and his 
military aides were appointed a committee to wait upon His 
Excellency James Monroe and inform him of his admission as an 
honorary member of the Company.” 

James Monroe was re-elected President in 1820 with only one 
vote not cast for him, and that one because an elector from New 
Hampshire felt that only George Washington should have the 
s during his second term 


distinction of unanimous choice. It v 
that the “Monroe Doctrine” was enunciated, a doctrine surviving 
to this day. Although often erroneously cited as affirming the 
independence ef the United States from foreign entanglement, it 
was not the independence of the United States that was 
proclaimed by the Monroe Doctrine. Our independence had been 
won in 1776. But what was proclaimed by the Monroe Doctrine 
was the independence of our neighboring countries in Central 
and South America. It was a magnanimous and_ brotherly 
statement pledging the then not so great nor formidable might 
and main of the United States against all foreign interference in 
the growth and development of all the America—not just North 
America, but Central America and South America as well. 

That was the Monroe Doctrine. And, perhaps, that’s just why 
it is called the Monroe Doctrine and not the Monroe Policy, or, 
even, after the document from which it was obviously derived, the 
Monroe Declaration. For “doctrine” has a religious and theo- 
logical sound, reminding us of the Christian doctrine, the 
teaching of our Lord Jesus Christ. Baptized a Christian, James 
Monroe exemplified throughout his life that sacrifice for and 
service to and care of others commanded by the Saviour and 
Redeemer of his soul, Jesus Christ. Jesus Christ and His 
teachings. James Monroe would have never been the great and 
good man he was, and the Monroe Doctrine would have never 
come into being without Jesus Christ and His teachings. In our 
own agonizing times of international unrest, hostage-taking, and 
assassins and terrorists on the loose, the nations of the world 
might do well to listen to someone who for most of his life had 
not much good to say about Jesus Christ and His teachings, the 
late George Bernard Shaw. ‘I am ready to admit,” wrote George 
Bernard Shaw shortly before his death in 1950, “that after 
contemplating the world and human nature for nearly sixty years, 
I see no way out of the world’s misery but the way which would 
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have been found by Jesus Christ if He had undertaken the work of 
a modern practical statesman.’ 


After James Monroe left office in 1825 he retired to his 
beloved Ash Lawn in Charlottesville, Virginia. But his last days 
were burdened with bodily infirmity and financial embarrass- 
ment. He had to sell his home and move in with his daughter and 
son-in-law, who lived in New York City. And there, one hundred 
fifty years ago, in 1831, he died. But, it seems while shamefully 
neglected and even forgotten by his countrymen—although few 
had served their country longer or better—he was not forgotten, 
in his dying, by his God. For God, in His wise providence, called 
him home on the anniversay of the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. George Morgan writes. “As John Adams and 
Thomas Jefferson had died on the Fourth of July five years 
before, Monroe's death, also on the Fourth of July, added to the 
wonder; as though a Power aloft had taken cognizance of the 
peculiar patriotism of these mortal men and had translated 
them.” 

Twenty 


seven years after his death, in 1858, the year of the 
100th anniversary of his birth, some native Virginians, living in 
New York, decided to raise a monument to James Monroe. His 
remains, by then, were lying in an old, unused burying-ground 
overgrown with weeds, and cattle roamed over the unmarked 
grave. It was then that the Virginia legislature voted funds for the 
removal of his remains from New York to Richmond, where an 
elaborate iron work monument was erected and dedicated. 
Whether any delegation from the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts participated in those cere- 
monies I do not know, for there is no mention of it in the official 
record for the year 1858. Nor do I know whether his name was 
mentioned during the roll call of the honored dead from our 
ranks on the June Day following his demise, for there is no 
mention of that in the official record either. Belatedly, therefore, I 
now assume the function of the Adjutant and do for the first of 
the four Presidents of the United States of America who were 
members of our Company what is done every year and was done 
again this year. So, for the record, and, if not with the roll of 
muffled drum, then surely with heart-beats of affection, pride and 
admiration of all the members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts—and, Captain J. Barry 
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Driscoll, this should be counted among the best and the most 
memorable of all the good and memorable happenings of your 
term of office—

Lam proud to be associated with the 
military tradition of the United States of America, which you so 
lately represented, 

Faced with a very serious Soviet threat, our nation. 1s 
responding and well. Governor King said it admirably. There isa 
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new spirit loose in the land. Henceforth, just like in those days 
that so many of you well remember, America will not be number 
two. Militarily, economically, American will be number one. It is 
a pleasure to be with all of you. Thank you. I salute you. 

Caprain Driscoit: COL Stanbury, thank you very much. 
As a token of our appreciation, we would like to present to you 
from Boston a Paul Revere bow], inscribed with our Company 
seal, and we hope you use it very well. Thank you very much. 

(Applause) 

Gentlemen, the evening is drawing to an end. I would ask 
you to please give your attention to the speakers. I would now ask 
you to give your attention to the Adjutant for the sixth regular 


toast. 

CAapTaIN SHELLENBERGER: Gentlemen, please Yise for the 
sixth regular toast. The Honourable Artillery Company of 
London, ‘44 years of continuous citizen service, our beloved 
parent of a beloved child, may we forever reach across the warm 
hands of fellowship. Gentlemen, the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. 

Caprain Driscout: To respond now, ladies and gentlemen, 
to the toast for the Honourable Artillery Company, it is my 
pleasure to introduce the British Consulate here, the Honorable 
Benjamin Concer, 

Mr Concept: Ladies and gentlemen, its an honor to be here 
tonight to represent the British Consulate and on the occasion of 
the 343rd anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. 

You are aware of the close association that exists between the 
company and the people of London, England. I was reminded 
even more strongly of how distinguished a body the company 
really is when my attention was called recently to an issue in The 
Boston Globe, dated 12 July, 1976. It dealt with the visit of Her 
Majesty the Queen, Queen Elizabeth, to Boston, Massachusetts, 
and it stated that Her Majesty received a presentation of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company to compliment the 
silver set given to her by members of your company who called on 
her during a visit to London in 1972. There can be no greater 
demonstration of high regard which your company has held in 
Britain. 

May I congratulate Herb Tonry on his appointment as 
Captain at Arms and offer best wishes for the continued success of 
the command. Thank you. 
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(Applause) 

Captain Driscott: Thank you very much. Gentlemen, 
please be seated. I would ask you please give your attention to the 
speakers. 

It is my privilege to ask that MGEN Emmet Walker from 
Washington, D.C., the head of the Army National Guard, to 
please come forward. 

Major GENERAL WALKER: Thank you, CPT Driscoll. Gen- 
uemen, I assure you that you as you heard the Bostonians speak 
tonight that you have heard several accents, but you ain't heard 
me talk yet. 

Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts, distinguished guests, you can't believe what a 
privilege it is for me to be here today. What a privilege it has been 
for me to be here to represent your National Guard, and I say your 
National Guard, because we are citizen soldiers and you are 
citizen/soldiers. 


I was very interested to hear the Governor mention the word 
patriotism, and I have to tell you we, in any job, or we, in our job, 
have the opportunity to cover this nation. We have 50 states and 
the territories. Let me just tell you that patriotism in this country 
is alive and kicking. 

My business is young people, young people in our National 

Guard, and I have to tell you the spirit of patriotism is in our 
young people. They all need the help of people like you. People 
like you bring them to the military, and that is what we are seeing 
in this nation today. Thank God for you. 
; Tcan't tell you how much we appreciate what you have done 
in the Massachusetts National Guard, particularly for your 
support of our military academy. After all, when you go back and 
face it, that is one of the main purposes you organized for, to give 
us a standardized system for our officers and NCO Corps in our 
army. Thank you very much for such a tremendous job of 
supporting this military endeavor. 

I want to say one more word. Iam a National Guard man, 
representing the National Guard in Washington. As I travel this 
nation, J find that many people do not know what the National 
Guard means to the defense of this nation, and I've just got to take 
a minute to tell you. 

The Army National Guard in this nation—I want you to 
hear this. The Army National Guard represents this nation with 
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46 percent of the combat troops of the total Army. Anybody that 
doesn't realize what it means to this nation had better get off their 
duff and reexamine what they are thinking, because, gentlemen, 
when you consider 50 percent of it, part of it being right here in 
Massachusetts, you've got a great part of it, the 26th Division 
represented by its Commander MGEN William Daley down 
there. It's absolutely tremendous, and I appreciate that. 

Tam sure that I better explain what I said, and I’m sure you, 
gentlemen, have suspicions. I’m sure you think I am probably 
from New Jersey, but Iam from the State of M ssippi. Thank 
you. Thank you for allowing me to assist you in sucha wonderful 
day. I have heard about this time and time again, but I think you 
guys really have that inspirational thinking that this whole 
nation needs. 

Captain Driscot: If you think we are going to let an old 
swamp fox sneak out, you're crazy. It is my very, very wonderful 
pleasure, General, to thank you and to give you this Paul Revere 
bowl. 

All right, gentlemen, the evening is drawing along, and we 
are doing very well. Is COL Lally present in the hall this evening? 
I recognize you from the Massachusetts Military Family Associa- 
tion. 

CoLonet. Laty: It is my distinct honor and privilege on 
behalf of the Massachusetts Military Academy Alumni Associa- 
tion to welcome J. Barry Driscoll. The members of the Alumni 
Association of the Massachusetts Military Academy have elected 
you as an honorary member in recognition of your meritorious 
service and unselfish dedication to the ideals of the Massachusetts 
Military Academy. Thank you, sir. . 

Caprain Driscott: Thank you, COL Lally. Iam indeed 
very proud to be an honorary member of the wonderful group of 
people tkat represent the Mass. Military Academy. : 

Coronet Latiy: The Academy is a symbol of your office. 
Wear this in good health. 

Captain Driscott: Thank you very much. I am getting a 
little heckling from the front row. 

Five or six years ago, I started ona trek, and the trek is almost 
over. One of the very, very, very nice parts of that trek is my 
pleasure to call upon the Senior Past Commander present. 
Hopefully, he will perform his duty as prescribed, and I would 
like to call upon BGEN Edward J. Kane. 
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BRIGADIER GENERAL Kane: Hello, members of the Ancient 
and our distinguished guests here. 

This is the privilege that I have had since I have been Senior 
Past Commander, and that enjoyment is particularly present for 
this one, because Barry Driscoll happens to be a friend of mine for 
many years and his father before him. 

This little medal that we have here, which is expensive today, 
I really believe that he earned this as much as anybody has. This 
will enter him into the Society of the Past Commanders, and I am 
sure he will be welcome. Stand up here. 

(Indicating) 


Captain Driscoll being inducted into the Society of 
Past Commanders by the senior Past Commander 
BG Edward J. Kane 
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Captain Driscott: GEN Ed Kane, for those of you who 
know him, I appreciate that very much. For those who may not 
know him as well, I have received a very, very great honor, and I 
appreciate it very, very much. Thank you, Ed. I appreciate it. 

I would now like to call upon COL Donald Ericson, Com- 
manding Officer of the 26th Division Artillery. 

Cotonet Ericson: Yes, each year on June Day, the 26th 
Division Artillery provides an honor for the salute to the regimen- 
tal honor to the Governor, for the newly-elected captain and 
lieutenant. 

To commemorate this momentous occasion, the newly- 
elected Second Lieutenant is presented with a first artillery shell. 
When he is elected Captain, he is presented with the second 
artillery shell. 

Now, as Commander of the 26th Division Artillery, I would 
like to present to your new Captain Commander, Herbert Tonry 
his second artillery shell. 

Captain Tonry: That is something that will be in a very 
important place in my library at home. 

Cotonet Ericson: To your newly-elected Second Lieu- 
tenant, Joseph S. Loughman, I present his first aritllery shell. I 
want you, gentlemen, to know that it is with great difficulty that 
they come out of that cap in chrome. 

Captain Driscoti: Gentlemen, I would ask you to give 
your attention to the Adjutant for the seventh regular toast. 

CAPTAIN SHELLENBERGER: The Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company, to those elected, the school houses, the churches 
upon every hill and every valley, that peace and all of their liber- 
ties might be preserved, good men and true lovers of liberty and 
justice, may its standards of patriotism be always preserved, and 
may its works continue until time shall be no more, gentlemen, I 
give you the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

Captain Driscott: Gentlemen, please be seated. I have very 
little precious time left for me. I am, as you might say, gonzo, but 
before I take my leave of what has been a wonderful year that I 
have enjoyed completely, I would like to thank my staff who 
contributed to it in an immense degree. I would also like to thank 
the group of sergeants who are sitting down there, who are as 
good as any group of sergeants that there ever were. 
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One year ago, I introduced my family, who was sitting at this 
table individually. I would just like to say I am very proud that 
they are here with me again this evening. They are just a little bit 
about what the governor said about family tradition and patriot- 
ism, and it is important. 

However, tonight is not my night. Tonight is for me to 
iniroduce to you, to respond to the toast of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, a gentleman who will do a fantas- 
tic job in the next 12 months, and I am very pleased to introduce 
to you the new Captain Commander. I am all through right now. 
CDR Herbert Tonry. 


The Captain turns over the gavel to the incoming Captain, 
CDR Herbert Tonry 
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Caprain Tonry: Gentlemen, I thank you. It’s very strange 
that Barry should say what he just said, because I came to him 
only a few weeks ago. I said, “Barry, this night is your affair. I 
don’t want to interfere. How much time can you allow for me? 
Can you allow me any time?” He said, ‘“‘Herb, I really would like 
it if you would say some things, if you have some things 
significant to say,”’ and I do. 

I would like, first, however, to make a few introductions, if I 
may. I have some of my family over here, of whom I am very 
proud. My brother, Lou. Stand up, Lou. He is the forward and 
my business partner for over 30 years. 

(Applause) 

I have three of my sons here. My son, John, a graduate of 
Princeton University, a Doctor of Philosophy from Harvard, a 
physicist. 

(Applause) 
My son, Albert, a graduate of the Massachusetts Military 
Academy, a Captain in the National Guard. 
(Applause) 
My son, Louie, a graduate of Boston University, a chemist. 
(Applause) 

I was going to invite my two daughters, but my adjutant said 
that I could not do that. 

Gentlemen, I would like to say a few things. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, as you remember, was founded in 
1638. At the time the Massachusetts Bay Colony was not only 
what we know of Massachusetts today, but it also included New 
Hampshire and Maine. 

I happen to live in New Hampshire, and I would like to 
invite to speak to you for a few moments as a representative of our 
Governor, a good friend of mine, a very fine executive of Hugh 
Gallen and of the sovereign state of New Hampshire, the 
Adjutant General of New Hampshire, a very good friend of mine, 
GEN John Blatsos. 

Captain Biatsos: Past Captain Barry Driscoll, Captain 
Herb Tonry, and distinguished guests at the head table and 
everywhere, the Governor of New Hampshire has asked me to 
present. an accommodation to Captain Commanding Herb 
Tonry. 
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Although we do not have Proposition Two and a Half in 
New hampshire, as some of you may be aware, we are under 
rather dire straits. So our accommodations are in paper form and 
not in Revere cups or anything that intrinsical. 

The State of New Hampshire, His Excellency, Governor 
Hugh J. Gallen, this is to Herbert Tonry. It states, 


Whereas, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, as chartered in March of 1638, it was the first 
military company in the Western Hemisphere; and whereas, the 
early settlers from England, who formed this company, held their 
first election of officers in the Boston Common on the first 
Monday in June, 1638; and whereas, the Company's Armory, 
since 1946, has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall, a historic 
site known to all; and whereas, the position of the company 
members and their providence placed in organizations a willing 
support for churches and administering the laws of the Common- 
wealth; and whereas, these members were foremost in the 
introduction of the extension of trade in Boston; and whereas, the 
company members were the chief military minds of the Colony, 
among the first in its endeavors; and whereas, four members 
received our nation’s highest military declaration, the Medal of 
Honor; and whereas, four of its members, President James 
Monroe, Calvin Coolidge, and John F. Kennedy, held the highest 
office of the land; and whereas, the State of New Hampshire is 
deeply proud that one of her sons from Hampton Falls will take 
up the serious and prestigious responsibility of Captain Com- 
manding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. 

Now, therefore, I, Hugh J. Gallen, Governor of the State of 
New Hampshire, do hereby commend and congratulate Mr. 
Herbert Tonry of Hampton Falls for his noticeable achieve- 
ments, given in the Executive Chambers in Concord on this 31st 
day of March in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and eighty-one and of the Independence of America, the two 
hundred and fifth, Hugh J. Gallen, Governor. 


Captain Tonry: Thank you very much, John, and I hope 
that you will thank Hugh Gallen for me. 

I would like, if I may, to introduce my staff, the men who 
have already amazed me by the things that they are able to do. I 
would like to start with my Chief of Staff, a very fine friend. 
former Past commander and an aide to Governor King, BGEN 
James Lynch, a man who proved himself today, my Adjutant. I 
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heard him comment. The one I like best, as somebody said, was, 
“My God, I thought he was a West Pointer.” 

I introduce Lieutenant—excuse me. Two days ago he was 
promoted to Colonel. COL William L. Tregoning. He dida great 
job today, and I am grateful. 

(Applause) 

An old friend and another flier—we have a lot of fliers on this 
staff. BGEN Bill Croskery. Assistant surgeon, my sponsor, past 
Commander, BGEN James Lamphier. A World War II combat 
veteran, former Commissioner of Public Works, a man who has 
twice been decorated by the Italian Government for services that 
he has performed. M. Jack Ricciardi. 

(Applause) 

Next is my aide, and I wish you could have heart him this 
afternoon. I stole him from Barry incidentally. I wish you could 
have heard him this afternoon, and I wish I could repeat it. But he 
has this Marine jargon that I, as a naval cadet, learned to march 
to. Anyway, he was fantastic today. LT COL Al Johnson. 

(Applause) 

One of the best workers that this company has ever had is 

MAJ Dick Bird. 


(Applause) 

The Artillery Wing Adjutant, the son of my dear friend, and 
if I may say so, a man who is unfortunately deceased but a very, 
very fine friend, his son, CPT Joey Milano. 

(Applause) 

A medical officer and medical examiner, a flight surgeon, 
who is going to take care of CPT Peter Ferrino, officers, my eyes, 
my conscience, my intelligence network, one who will do 
anything that I ask, who never forgets the task that I give him, 
CPT Nicholas Boyatis. 

(Applause) 
The Catholic chaplain, of course, is my dear friend, 
Guadalcanal veteran, BGEN Lawrence J. Brock. 
(Applause) 
The Protestant chaplain is BGEN Frank Bower. 
(Applause) 

Now, my public information officer, who has done a 
splendid and a tremendous job so far, and the term has hardly 
begun, former First Sergeant, LT Jim McAllister. 

(Applause) 
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I have mostly promoted people on the basis of competency. 
However, there is one man I promoted to a job on the basis of the 
fact that he is a friend of mine and a former shipmate of mine, a 
stalwart seafarer, our new bandmaster, LT Jack Shea. 

(Applause) 

I look forward very much toa very good year with a staff such 
as that. I am astonished by the competence of the work they 
produce. 

I should now like to say a few words. I have a few words. As 
Barry said, they should be significant, and I feel that they are 
significant. As I look around this vast hall, Iam impressed by the 
manifest patriotism that I observe. I see soldiers, sailors, airmen, 
past and present, but I also see doctors, lawyers, judges, business 
leaders, ministers of God, politicians, teachers, men who through 
all their various callings give life to the culture, the security, and 
the productivity of our nation and our state. 

_ Beyond this unity in patriotism, however, I see healthy 
disagreement, and this is good. As vertigo to exercise becomes a 
vice, so patriotism pursued to excess becomes chauvinism. We 
should not be blinded. 

; They say a friend is one who knows all your faults and still 
likes you. Soa true patriot is one who, while recognizing that his 
country is not always perfect, still loves his country. 

It is healthy then to see our nation made up of republicans 
and democrats, of conservatives and liberals, of reactionaries, of 
both ends of the tails of hawks and doves, of capitalists and labor, 
of internalists and isolationists, of free traders and protectionists, 
even providentially a thing of the past, wet and dry. 

As I assume the office of Captain Commander with the 
prayer that with your help and with God’s help I can lead the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts a 
little better at the end of my term, I should like to suggest that we 
ask ourselves critically, albeit with love and with loyalty, what is 
the state of our company; what can we do to make it better. We 
have a glorious history, 343 years of service, first, to Massachusetts 
Bay Colony and then to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

; How can an organization endure for such a long period of 
time? I submit it is because of a continuing pursuit of an 
excellence. The membership of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company does and should constitute an aristocracy. 
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Well, you may say we do not have an aristocracy in America. On 
the contrary, I contend we do. This aristocracy is not an 
aristocracy of birth, nor necessarily an aristocracy of wealth, nor 
even of formal education. Moreover, it is not a closed aristocracy. 

Anyone is free to enter providing only that he can meet the 
terms. In the Gospel of St. Matthew, the master says, ‘‘Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant.” In parable form, this expresses 
how merit accrues to those who use their talents to the fullest, an 
aristocracy of merit. 

I might say most of the members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts are aristocrats in 
the sense of which I speak. 

The future of this organization or any organization with 
such proud heritage lies in the success with which new members 
can be recruited who are worthy of those they replace. An 
organization cannot stand still if it does not go forward; it will 
inevitably slide backwards. 

Each of us in his heart knows that he would like to see the 
company prosper. It has been my obligation in the many years 
that I have done in the company that the members have great love 
for the company and a pride in its traditions, and they deserve 
strongly to see its character maintained. 

To this end, then, and in the belief, I speak to you, my 
comrades. I have appointed the strongest membership committee 
that I could select, a group united in its loyalty to the company. 
With their help and efforts and with your help and efforts, it is my 
hope that we will stand here next year even prouder of our 
company than we are today on this 332 anniversary. Thank you, 
gentlemen. 

Before we close the program, which will be the end of the 
343rd year, the bandmaster would like to play and have everyone 
sing God Bless America.
